HAVING fpent moft of my Time 
for more than a Year paft in the 
Fork^ of Delaware in Penfylv$- 
nia^ and not having had any 
confiderable Appearance of Succefs among 
the Indians there, upon hearing that there was 
a Number of Indians at Crofweekfung^ in 
New-Jerfty^ near fourfcore Miles Southcaft* 
ward from the Forks of Delaware^ I came 
hither this Day to try what might be don^ 
towards chriftianizung them. 

I found very few Perfons at the PJace I 
vificed, and perceived the Indians in thefe 
Parts were very much fcatter*d, there being 
not more than two or three Families in a 
Place, and thefe fmall Settlements fix, ten^ 
fifteen, twenty^ and thirty Miles diftant, and 
fome more, from the Place where I then wa9» 
However I preached to thoie few^ and they 
appeared well-difpofed, and not inclined to 
object and caviU as the /;^^&ivj generally did.

. Upcn my telling them that I would wiilin^y 
vifit them again the next Day, they readily fe( 
out, and travel'd ten or fifteen Miie.s, in order 
to give Notice to fome of their Friends i (o 
that on the lad their Number^ which at.fitft 
confided of about feven or eight Perfbns, was 
increafed to near thirty ; and -^ere was not 
only a folemn Attention among them, bul; 
*twas apparent that fome confiderable Im- 
prelfjons were made upon their Minds by Di* 
vine Truths. Some began to feel their Mi- 
fery and perifliing State, and to be concerned 
fov a Deliverance from it. 

Lorits Day^ June 23. PrcachM to tbfi 
htdUtns^ and Ipent the Day with them. Their 
Number ftill increased, and all with on< 
Confent fcem'd to rejoice in my coniing 
among them. Preach'd again at their De<* 
(ire, and upon their own Motion on the 24Xh. 
To fee poor Pagans defirous of hearing the 
Gofpel of Chrift, animated me exceedingly, 
tho* I was now very weakly, and my Spirits 
much exhaufted* Preached again the 2 7tb. 
Their Number now amounted to forty Per- 
fons. And the next Day they requefted mc 
to preach twice a Day to them, being defi- 
rous to hear as much as they poflibiy cou'd^ 
while I was with them. I chearKilly conv*. 
plied with their Motion, preaching twice a 
Day to them till the 2d of July ; they being 
now between forty and fifty Perfons, old and 
young, and they att^ded with the greaceO:

Serioufnefs and Diligence, and a confiderablt; 
Concern for their Souls became very apparent 
among fundry of them. 
'• Juhf 2d. Was obliged to leave them, 
thinking it my Duty, as foon as Healrh would 
admit, to vifit thofe at the Forks of Delaware. 
However, 1 fpcnt fomc coftfiderable Time, 
before I left them, in dtfoxirfing with then:i 
iii a moi*e private Way, enquiring of theih 
what they remctnber*d of the great Truth* 
which had been taught them, atid may juftly 
fay it was amazing to fee how they had- re- 
ceived, and retained, the Inftruftions given 
them, and what a Meafure of Knowledge 
feme of them had acquired in a few Days. 
Ac parting, they all earneftly enquired wheo 
I would come again, and of their own ac- 
cord agreed to meet and live tc^ether, when 
I came again, during my continuance wi:fi 
them ; and that they would do their utmoft 
16 gather all the other Indians in thefe Parts. 
One in particular told me, with Tears, Jhe 
wijbed God would change her Heart. A no- 
ther, that fie wanted to find Cbrift, And an 
old Man, who had been one of their Chiefs, 
wept bitterly with Concern for his Soul. 

The encouraging Difpofition and Readi* 
n^fs to receive Inftrudion now apparent a* 
mong them, feems to have been the happy 
Efltft of the Convidtion that one or two of 
them met with fome Time iince at the Forks 
of Dflawarfj who have fincc endeavoured

to fliew their Friends the Evil of Idolatry, tSc. 
whicht the* they at firft derided^ has perhaps 
put them into a thinking Pofture of ^Mind» 
or at leaft excited in fome of them ^CurioQty 
to hear more of Chriftianity, And this gives 
me Elncouragement to hope that God may io 
fuch a manner blefs the Means I have ufed 
with Indians in other Places. If fo, may his 
I^ame have the Glory of i( ; for I have learrit 
tiy Experience, that he only can'open the 
Kar, engage the Attention, and incline the 
Hca-'-t to receive Inftruftion. 

Fqvks of De!awafe in Penfylvania 1745- 

Lord^s Day^ Jufy 14: Difcourfed.to the 

itidians twice, fcveral of vhqm ajipear^d 
concerned, and in fome meafure convinc*d 
of their Sin and Mifery, fo that they wept 
tpuch. Preached again the iSth, and fome 
of them appear^ concernM for their Souti. 
ijorfs Hay the 21ft. Preached to my Pcc^ 
pie ; then to a Number of white People pi^ 
lent -, and in the A fternoon to the Indians 
again. Many wept freely. * Afterwards I 
baptized my Interpreter^ ^2Ln6 his Wife, who 
are both Perfons of fome experimental Know- 
ledge in Religion ;. and were the Brill bap- 
iized among the Indians. 

When I firft employed him in this Bufincfs 
l^ft Year, he was well fitted for his Work, 
ip regard of his Acquaintance with both the

InHian and Englijb Languages : But he (eem^d 
to have little or no Imprcfllon of Religion 
upon his Mind, and being thereby incapable 
of underftanding, and communicating xti 
others many things of Importance, I \^ 
bour*d under great Difadvantagc in addrcf- 
fing the Indians^ for want of his having an eX" 
perimental as well as more doctrinal Ac- 
quaintance with Divine Truths. He indeed 
behaved foberly after 1 employ^ him (alth^* 
beibre he had been a bard Drinker) and 
feem'd defirous the Jn£ans fhould renounce 
their Heatbenijb Notions ; but ftill ieem*d 
not to have a due Concern about his own 
Soul till he had been with me a confiderable 
Time. But laft Jufyy while I preached to 
an Ailembly of white People with more 
Freedom anid Fervency than ufual, he was 
fomewhat awakened to a Concern for his 
Sou}, fo that the next Day he talk'd with 
me freely about his fprritual Concerns ; and 
for (bme Tinrye after this he addrefs*d the./;!r- 
dians with more Concern and Fervency thafif 
former fy. 

But thefe Impreflions feemM quickly to 
wear off, and he grew fecure again till laft 
10 the Fali of the Year 5 at whitk Time he 
declined much in his Health, and continued 
ill fcveral Weeks •, and then Divine Truth 
took hddof him, and madb deep Impre(ir<- 
ens on hb Mind : His Mind vcas bonhen'd 
firom Day ta Day, and k was now his gre^c

Spiritual Trouble pevaird, ^nd he had little 

'Refl: Day or Night \ and while he was ftrivr 

•ing for Mercy, he faw, he fays, znimpajph 

Me Mountain before him ; his Way was l»dg'd 

.up with Thorns, that hecou'd notftiranlncb 

.further. He faw ^was impoflible for him 

.ever to help himfelf ; it fignified juji notbit^ 

at all for him to firive andjlrugglc any more. 

'And here, he fays, he gave ove^ drivings 

.-and felt that it was ^gorn Cafe with hiniy as 

■to his owii Power^ and that ail his Attempts 

werey and wou'd be, for ever vain and fruit- 

.kfs i and yet was now more calm and cQm* 

tpofed under this View of Things than he had 

.b^n while driving to help himfclf. At this 

Time he felt himfclf in a miferable and pc- 

<ri{hing Condition. And tho'.he had not 

btfen fo bad as many others, had not beeo 

^>yont ta fteal, quarrel, and murder, yet he 

;fiiw plainly that he had never done one good 

thing (as hie exprefs*d it. ) Tho* he knew he 

;had done many things th;it were right, he 

had been kind to his Neighbours, fcfr. yet 

hill his Cry yras b» bad never done one good 

toing. *' I knew, faid he, I had not been 

*' fo bad as fome others in fome things, and 

** liad done many things vfhich Folks call 

/* good, but all this did me no good now. I 

>^ faw ibat all was had^ and that I bad never 

** done one good thing. And now I thought 

.** I muft fmk-dowa to Hell, and there was

only faw, he fays, what a miferaUe State he 
himfelf was in, but he allp &w the World 
around hinif in general, were in. the like 
perilbing State. He faw that the Life he 
had lived was the Way to eternal Oenth, and 
that he was now on the Brink of endlefi Mi* 
fcry. 

Afc^ he had been feme Time in dvis Qxi* 
dit;ion, and had givQn iq> all* for loft, as to 
his own Attempts, then, he fays, it was bcmi 
in upon bis Mind, .as with an audible Voice 
^^fhfire is Hope — JT)ere is Hope^ He cannot 
lemember any difl:in(5t Views he then bad of 
Cbrift \ but thefe .£xerciies of Soul pi^uced 
a very great Change in the Mftn, (f> chat ic 
might juftly be ^id, he was become (motbn 
Man^ if not a nev^ Man. Hereupon . there 
was a great Change. in his Temper, Dif- 
courfe, and Behaviouf \ and.efpecially there 
was a furprizing Altera. *o.n in his pubJick 
iPeribrmances, , He now addrefsM the Indians 
with admirable Fervency, and when t had 
concluded my Diicourfe, and was gone^ he 
would tarry behind to repeat and inculcate 
what had been fpoken. 

The Change is abiding, and his Life un- 
blemifh^d to this Day. He fcems to have a 
very confiderable Experience of fpiritual Ex- 
ercife, and difcourfcs freely of the Qonflifts 
and ConiblatiQDs of a real Christian. His

Heart eccboes to the Soul-bumbling Doc« 
crines of Grace, and he never appears better 
|^(ed than when he hears of the abfolute 
Sovereignly of God, and the Salvation of 
Sinners in the way of Free Grace. And, 
upon the whole, I have Reafbn to hope that 
he is created anew in Chrift Jefus to gpod 
Works. 

July 23. Preached to the Indians^ and 
again the 26th, and afterward baptized my 
Interpreter's Children. Lorfs Bay the 
28th, Preached again ; when fome of them 
(eemed more thoughtful than ever about 
Soul-Concerns. Seeing my Interpreter and 
his Houlhold baptized, they owned, made 
them more concerned than any thing they 
had feen or heard before. There was in- 
deed a confideraUe Appearance of Divine 
Pow^r among them at the Tkne that Ordi«- 
nance was adminiftered* On the 30th, Dif- 
cdUried to a Number of them, and gave 
them particular Advice and Diredion, being 
now about to leave them for a Time, in or- 
der to renew my Vifit to the Indiam in Nevr* 
Jerfiy, They were very attentive to my 
DUconrfe, and earneftly defirous to know 
when I would return ta them agai&.

10 Chrift ; their Convi6tions of their finful 
apd periihing State having been much pro* 
moced by the Labours of the Rev. "MrJVUm 
Ham Tenuent^ to whom I had advifed theim 
to apply, for Diredian ia my Abfence. This 
Day I preached to them with fome View 
to Rev. xxii. 17. And tvbofiewr wiHy let Km 
take the WaUr of Life fredy. The Lord, I 
am perfwadtd, enabled me to fetbefbr^ (hem 
the Lord Jefus Ghrift, ia a manner fome- 
vhat uncommon^ as a kind and compif- 
fionate Saviour, inviting diftrefled and peri-* 
filing Sinners to accqpt everlafting Merqr* 
And a iiarprifing Concern £bon became ^« 
parent ^mongthem. Thete were itot ;d)9f« 
two among twenty adult Ferlbnai that I trooU 
fee with dry Eyes. 

Lord^s Day^ the 4tfa. Being invited by a 
neighbouring MiniAer to aflifl: in the Admi- 
siftration of the Lorc^s Supper, I Cook the 
Ifidiani along widi me, near fifty in all, wfoi 
attended the rereral DifcourJfes of die Day, 
and all ieemed to have their Concern in 
ibme Meafure raifed. Kow a Change ia 
their Manners, became vifible. In the £ve« 
hing, when they came to fup together, thef 
would not tafte a Morfel till they had lent 
for me to come and aik a Blefiing on their 
Food, at which Time (bme of them wept, 
efpecially when I minded them how they had 
in Times pad. eat their Feaits in Honour ta 
DeAls^ and needed to give God Thanks.

The nesct Day, after a Sermon had been 
preached by the other Minifter» I preached, 
and concluded the publkk Work of the 
Solcmnicy, and many of the /ji&mjwere 
deeply impreflcd. In the Eyenmg, I dif* 
GDurfed to them, and found them uniirer- 
fidly engaged about their SouPs Concern, 
enquiring. What tbey JImild do to he fmei? 
One Woman, who had been under deep Con- 
cern ever fince (he heard me preach in June 
lad, now obtained Comfort. She foemed 
to be filled with Love to Chrift, and ap- 
peared afraid of nothing fo much as of grier-^ 
ifllg and ofiending him whom her Sou! 
loved. On the 6th in the Morning, I diC- 
Qourfed to die hdwis at the EkMife where 
we lodged : And in the Afternoon, at the 
Place where I have ufually preached to them. 
There appeared nothing veiy remarkable 
tiU near the Clofe of my Difcourfe, and then 
Dirine Truths were attended with a fur- 
prifing Influence. There were fcarce three 
out of forty that could refrain from Tears 
and bitter Cries. They all, as one, feem'd 
in an Agony of Soul to obtain an Intereft 
in Chrift : And the more I difcourfcd of the 
Love. of God. in fending his Son to fuSer 
for the Sins of Men, and invited them to 
cpme and partake of his Love, the more 
their Diftrcfs was aggravated, becaule they 
felt themfelves unable to come. It was fur- 
prlfuig to fee how their Hearts iecmed to be 

pierced 



pierced with cbe tender and melting Invi- 
catipns of the Gofpel, when there wat not a 
Word of Terror fpdu . to them. 

TwoPerfons thbDay obtained Relief and 
Comfort, which, when I came to difcoorfe 
with them particularly, appeared folid, ratio* 
nal and icriptural. Being aiked what they 
wanted God to do further for them, they re- 
plied, in their, vulgar Way, Tb^ wanted 
Cbrj/i Jbould wipe their Hearts quite elean^ 
&c. 

^g. y. Preached to the Indians fiom 
IJa. liij. 3,-rT-to. Mofl were much af- 
fedted, and many in great Difhtfs for thek* 
Souls, and fome ftw could neither go nor 
fland, but lay flat on the . Ground, crying 
inceflfantly for Mercy. Several were newly 
awakened, and I found two Perfbns more^ 
that had newly met with Comfort. 

Jfig. S. Preached to them again from 

Lukexiv. 1 6, 23. Their Number was 

now about fixty five. There was much vi- 
fible Cono^m among them while I was 
preaching : But afterwards, when I fpoloe 
more particularly to one and another, whom 
I perceived to be under much Con* 
cem, the Power of God feemed to defbend 
upon the AflemUy like a rujhing mgbty 
fhndy and with an aftonifhing En^gy bore 
down all before it. 1 flood amazed at the 
Influence which feized the Audience almoft 

univer- 
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univerfafly, and could compare it to nothing 
more aptly than the irrefiftible Force of a 
mighty Torrent, Or fwdling Deluge, which 
with infuppCMtiibie Weight and PfeiTure 
fweeps bdFore it whatever is in its Wa^. 
Almoft all Perfons of whatever Age wefe 
bowed down with Concern together, and 
ibarce one was able to wi!thftand the Shock 
tyf this furprififtg Operiettioti. Old Men and 
Women, who had been dn!nkeil Wretch^ 
for many Years^and fome little Children, n6t 
more than {&c or feven Years^of Agtappeared 
In Diftre6 ibr their Sbuls^ as well as P^lbils 
of middk Age. The Moft (bubbc^n Hearts 
were now obliged to bow. A principal Man 
among thefh, who biSfore was fecure and 
ielf-righteousy becaufe- he knew more than 
the generality of the Indians:^ was now 
brought under folemn Concehi for his Soul, 
and wept bitterly. Another Man in Years, 
-who had been zMurderer^(itJ?a'umaw^OT Con- 
jnrer^ and a iVoioriotts Drunkard, was brotght 
now to cry for Mercy with many Tears, and 
4X> complain He could be no more concerned 
dio* ia fo great Danger. 

They were almoft univerfilly praying and 
trying for Mercy in every Part of the Houfe, 
'jtndmany oilfoF Doors, and Numbers could 
jieither go nctt* ftand. None feemed to take 
Notke ^ thofc about therhy but eadi prayed 

as 
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M freely for themfelves as if they had been 
€very one by themfelves in the ctofeft Kt* 
tefiment^ It feemed to me there was now 
;^n exad Fulfilment of that Prophecy, Zecb* 
xii; 10, 11,^2. For there was now a great 
Mourning like the Mourning of Hadradrim^ 
wan — and each feemed to mourn apart* 
'Twas a Day wherein I am perfwaded the 
Lord did much to dedroy the Kingdom of 
Darkoeis among this People. 

This Concern in general &emed mod ra- 
tionaK Xhofe who had been awakened long 
before, complained chieSy of theBadnefs of 
dieir Hearts^ and thoie newly awakened, of 
(he Badnefs of their Limes and yi£lkns. Tbofe 
who had lately obtained Relief, wer« filled 
with .Comfort, and feemed to rejoice in 
Chrift Jefus : And fome of them took their 
diftreffed F'riends by the Hand^ telling them 
t)f the Goodnefs of Chrift, and the Comfort 
that is to be enjoyed in him, and inviced 
ihem to come and give up their Hetirts to 
him. Others in the mo& hon^eft and un^ 
afiedbed Manner were lifting iijp their Eyes 
to Heaven, as if cs'ying for Mercy for the 
diftrefled 4)nes around them. 

One renaackable Inftance I ca^t let pa& ; 
a youfig Indian Woman, who, I believe^ 
never \xSoBcfo mudi asknew Oak had aSoul, 
called at my ILodgiQg) aqd when X told htt 

. 'C ^ ' ' I 
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I intended prefently to preach, laugbM, and 
feemM to mock : But I had not gone far in- 
to my Difcourfc, before (he fek e§e£luallj 
that (he had a Soul ; and before I concluded, 
was fo convinced of her Sin and Mifcry, that 
ihe feemed like one pierced thro* with a Dart, 
and cried out inceflantly. She could neither 
go nor (land, nor fit without being held up* 
After publick Service, (he lay along, pray- 
ing earneftly, and the Burden of her Prayer 
was, Giittummdukaliimmeh wicbaiimeh kmeleb 
iJiah^ L e. Have Mercy on me^ and bdp 
me to give yoti my Heart. ' And thus Ihc 
continued inceflandy praying many Hours. 
It was indeed a iurprifing Day of God's 
Power, and feemed enough to conv^ince an 
Atbeiftoi the Truth, Importance and Power 
of God's Word. 

Aug. 9. Spent moft of the Day in dif- 
courfing with them privately. In the Eve- 
ning difcourfed to them publickly* There 
were now prefent about feventy Perlbns. I 
open'd and applyM the parable of the Sower, 
Mat. xiii. Tterc^ wens many Tears among 
. (^bcm, . but no conJlclerable Cry. Some were 
n^uch aflfefted with a few Words fpoken from 
Mat. xi. 2S. Afterwards, while I was dif- 
courfing to two or three of the awakened 
f erfons, a Divine Influence feemed to at- 
tend what was fpoken, fo that*, altbo* I 
j^ke not a Word of Terror, but was fet- 

ting 
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ling before them the Fulncfs and AU-fufBci- 
ency of Chrift's Merit, and his Willingneft 
to fave all that came to him, and prefled 
them to come without Delay, they cried out 
in Anguifli of Soul. The Cry of thofc was 
heard by others^ who, tho* fcattcred before, 
immediately gathered around. I proceeded 
in the fame Strain of Gofpel- invitation till 
all, except two or three, were melted inta 
Tears and Cries, and feemed in the greareft 
Diftrefs to fccurc an Intercft in the great Re- 
deemer, There was indeed a very great 
Mourning among them, and yet, as before^ 
every one feemed to mourn apart. Almofb 
every one was praying and crying for him- 
ielfy Gutteemmaukaleemmeby Gutteemmauka* 
[eemmek, i. e. Ha: e Mercy upon me^ haie 
Mercy upon me^ . 

I fouod two or three more who had ob- 
tained Comfort (ince the Evening before, 
and thefe^ with the others who had obtained 
Comfort, were together rejoicing much 
that God was carrying on his Work with fo 
much Power among them. The next Day 
I difcourfed more privately to thofe who 
had obtained Comfort, and they feemed 
much melted with Divine Things, and 
eafncftly defirous to be with Chrift. Whea 
I had told them of the godly Soul's per- 
feft Purity, and full Enjoyment of Cbrift, 
that i' might make Way for fpeaking of 
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the Kcfurrtrftion of the Body, I laid, — Bbt 
perhaps feme of you will fay, I love my 
Body as well as my Soul, and I can't bear to 
think my Body ihould lye dead, if my Soul 
is happy. — Tbey interrupted me, crying, 
MMtiob^ Mtiiocby L e. No,, no. 

When I had fpent fomc Time with thefe, 
I ncturned to the other Indians, and difcour-^ 
fed to them from Lukexix. lo. I had not 
preached long, before their Concern rofe to 
a great Degree, and the Houfe was filled 
with Cries and Groans. .And When I in<^ 
0(led on the Compaffion and Care of the 
Lord y^fas for tbo/e that were hfi^ that 
thought themfelves undone^, and could fee 
no way of Efcape ; this melted them dowil 
the mpre^ and ag^avated their Diftreiss 
that they could not come to ib Idnd a SavL* 
our. I found many who - before had been 
but (lightly awakened^ were now deeply 
wounded with a Senfe of their Sin and Mi-*^ 
iery ; and one wKo . had newly, received 
Comfort after piefling Diftrefi from Day 
to iDay. 

. Lord^s Day^ Aug. i r . DifcoOrfed in the 
Forenoon on the Parable of the Prodigal 
ScMi. Obferved no fuch remarkable EfFtft 
of the Word as in Days paft. In the Af* 
ternoon difcourfed on Part of St. PeUr^s Ser- 
mon, ABs ii. And at the Qofe of my Dif- 
courfe to the Indians^ made an Addiaefs to 

the 
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the white People, Quakers^ and otbersy aad 
Divine Truths feemed then to be attended 
with Power both to ^ Indians and Englijb^ 
as one or two were newly awakened this 
Day, who never appeared to be moved with 
Concert) for their Souls before ', and thoie 
who had obtained Comfort appeared hunibic 
and devout. I was refrefhed to lee the Ten- 
dernels of Confcience manifeft in feme of 
them. One Woman appearing very for- 
rowful in the Morning, upon Enquiry, I 
found fhe had been angfy with her Child 
the Evening before,, and was fearing her 
Anger had been inordinate and finfu}, 
which made her weep for ieveral Hours to- 
gether, 

j4ug. 14. Spent the Day widi the Indians. 
One Man Mving put away his Wife, and 
taken another Woman, (as is common a- 
mongthem) being now brought under ft- 
rious Impreflions, was fully corvvinced of 
the Wickednefs thereof^ and deHrous to 
know what God would have him to do. It 
appearing that (he had givea him no juit 
Occafion by UncbaftUj^ to defert her, and 
that fhe was willing to forgive what was 
paft, and inTifted on it as her Right to en- 
jpy him, he was told that it was his indif- 
penfiUe Duty to renounce the Woman he 
kul lall uken, and receive the other, who 
mas his proper Wife, w>th which, he readily 
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and dhearfully complyed, dud did both iti 
4a publick Manner. I was not wichoac Fears 
•left this Proceeding might be like putting 
new Pf^we into old Battle Syhxxt it feemed tahave 
a good rather than an ill Effe6t among the 
Indians^ who generally owned that iIjc Laws 
-of Chrift about Marriage were good and 
right. In the Afternoon I preached from ' 
A£fs X. 34, yc. They dill attended and 
heard as for their Lives. 

The next Day preached from Luke W^ 

16, ■ ■ 21. The Word was attended 

with Power on the Hearts of the Hearers., 

•^here were many Tears and Cries. Some 

•^re newly awakened, who came but this 

Week. The Paffions of the Congregation 

•in general were noo fo much moved as in 

'Days paft, but their Hearts fetmed as fo- 

lemnly and deeply afie&ed with Divine 

•Truths as ever. 

jlyg. 1 6. Found ene who had got Relief 
and Comfort after preifing Concern, and 

* could not but hope her Comfort was of the 
•right Kind, In the Afternoon preached from. 
^yohnvu 26»' 3^4., Divine Truths wcite 

attended with conflderable Power on the Au- 

dience.. Particularly there were two Pcr- 

•fons newly awaken'd. One of them was 

: lately come •, the other h^ aH along been 

<very attentive, arid defirous of bcirjg awa^- 

ken*d) but cQ^]d never before . get any 
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lively View of her perifliing State! fiiit now 
ber Diftrefs was fuch, that I thought I had 
never fcen any more preffing. And fundry 
eld Men were in Diftrefi for their Souls, fo- 
that they could not refrain from weeping 
and crying out. God is powerfully at 
work among them ; and yet fonie fevy who 
felt a Commotion in their Paflions 'in Day* 
palt,. (eem now to difcovef that their Hearts 
were never duly affefted. I never faw the 
'Work of God appear fo independent of 
Means as at this Time. God's Manner of 
working upon theq^ appeared fo entirely 
fopcmatural, and above Means, that I conH^ 
Scarce believe he ufed me as an InflrumefH'^,. 
'©r what I fpake as Means j of carrying on 
his Work; I feem'd to do norfwng, and in«- 
deed to have nothing to do, but Jtand ftiU 
'and fee the Sahativn of God, and found my- 
felf obliged and delighted to fay, Kol unto 
us J not untolnftruments and Mcany, ^til un^ 
fo thy Ndtne he the Ghry. 

Next Day found one who had been one of 
my Heaters at the Forks of Delaware more 
■tiian a Year, and followed me here undcf 
doep Concern for his Soul, has newly ol><. 
tained Relief and Comfort, which I hAvc 
abundant Reafon ta hope is well grounded 
and truly divine. Afterwards difcourfcd 
•publickly from Aci^ viii. 29,* ■ 39. and 
'lock occafkm to treat conccfiung Baptifm. 

XiOfd^ 
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Lor^sDayj Aug;. i8. Preached' in tbd 
Morning to an A^mbly of white People, 
made up of Prejbyterians^ Baptijis^ ^akers^ 
&c. afterwards preached to the Indians fix)m 
Jpbn VI. 35 — 40. Their Concern was not 
fo vifible as what has appeared of late. The 
next Day preach'd from Ifa. W. 1. Divine 
Truths were attended with Power on thoie. 
vdio had received Comfort, and others alio. 
Numbers of poor impotent Souls waited at 
the P^ol for healings and the jhgel feem*d, as 
at other Times, to trouble the Waters. 

Aifg. 23. Spent fomt Time with the Indl- 
gns in private Difcourfe ; afterwards preached 
K> them from Jalm vi. 44 — 50. AikI 00 the 
t4th diicourfed to them in order &) their re- 
ceiving the Ordinance of Baptifm. When [ 
^penfd to them the Nature ok the Ordinance^ 
the Obligations attending it^ the Duty of de- 
voting ourfclves to God in it,, and the Privi- 
Itj^e of being in Covenant with him ; fome 
oft them feem'd to be filled with the Love of 
God,, and rrfrefhed with the Hopes of en- 
joying the blefled Redeemer^ I then diC- 
couts'd.publickly from i fbef. iv*. 13 — i^ 
There was Ibme vifible ConGem, which was 
afterward increaied by fome fiirther Exhor- 
tation given them to come to Chrift, and 
give up their Hearts to hi m, diat they might 
be fitt^ to a/ten J^ and meet bim in the ^/r, 
when he fhall difcend unih a. Shout i and tb^ 
Vmu tf the JlnboMy^ 

Thc» 
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There were feveral Indians newly come; 
who thought their State good becaufe they 
had learn'd to read, and been civilized, by 
living with the white People. With thefe I 
difcourfed particularly after publick Worflbipi 
and was- uirprizcd to fee their fclf-righteoiii 
Difpofition, tho* they appeared utterly Stran-^ 
gers to their own Hearts, and altogether un-- 
acquainted with the Power of Religion, Af- 
ter much Difcourfc, one of them feem'd to 
be convinced that by tht Deeds ef the Lam 
m FUJh living could he juftified^ and wept bit-^ 
ferly, enquiring xckat bejhould do td hefaveiv 
This was comfortablfe to others who had 
gMtitd fomc experimental Knowledge of 
themfdves, and had been grieved with the 
Conveciktion and ConduA of thefe Hevo^ 
comers. 

Lordrj Day J jfug, 25. Preached in the 
Forenoon from Luke xv. 3 — 7. Tliere being, 
a Multitude of white People, I made an Ad-j 
drefs to them at the Clofc of my Difcourfif 
to the Indians J but cou'd not fo much as keep 
them orderly, for Scores of them kept walki 
ing, and gazing about, and behaved more 
indecently than any Indians I ever addrefs'd,. 
which fo funk my Spirits I could fcarce gd- 
cm with my Work. In the Afternoon di(^ 
cours*d from Rev. iii. 20. The Indians.hc*^ 
haved fcrioufly, while many others were 
vain.. Afterwards baptized twenty-five In^ 
dsMs^ fifteen Adults>. and ten Children, M6(t 
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df the Adults I have comfortable Reafon to 
bope are renewed Peribns, and not one of 
them but what I entertained ibme Hopes of. 
When the Crowd was gone I diicourled to 
the baptized Perlbns in particular, minded 
them of the folemn Obligations they were 
now under, warnM them of the dreadful 
Confequences of careleis living, and encou- 
raged them to Watchfulnefr and Devotion, 
This was a fweet Seafon. Their Hearts 
were engaged and chearful in Duty, and they 
rejoiced they had in a folemn publick manner 
dedicated themfelves to God. They took 
each other by the Hand with Tendcracfi and 
AfieAion» while I was difcourfing to them \ 
and fundry of the other Indians were muck 
afieded, and wept bitterly^ longing to be^ 
Partakers of the (amc Joy. 

Aug. 26. Preached hx)m Johnvx. 51 — 55; 
After I had difcours'd a while, I addrels'd 
tbofe in particular who entertained Hopes 
that they were fajjed from 'Death to Life^ 
open'd to them the Nature of thofe Confola- 
tions Chrift gives his People, and which, I 
trufted, he had beftow'd on fome of them. 
I no iooner began to difcourfe in this Strain, 
but the dear Chriftians in the G>ngregation ' 
began to be melted with Love to Cbrift, and ' 
Defircs after lam. They wept aflfeftionately, ' 
and yet joyfully ,^ fo that, this was a tender, 
bumble, delightful Melting, and appeared to 
be the genuine EfTe^l of a Sprit of /Idoptlon. 

The 
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The Influence feem'd to fpread from thefe 
thro' the whole Aflembly, and many who 
had not yet found Chrift as their Saviour were 
engaged in feeking after him*. Their Num* 
ber was now about ninety-five Perfbns; and 
it was a lovely Sight to fee almoft all afFeft- 
ed, either with Joy in Chrift Jcfus, or with 
deep Concern to obtain an Intereft in him. 

Having made two Journeys, before I 
came firft to Crofiveekfung^ far back to the 
Indians at Sufquebannab River, and it being 
now a proper Seafon to find^ them generally 
at home, I thought it. my Duty to make 
them another Vifit. Therefore after difcourf- 
ing publickly and privately to my People, I 
told them, that I muft now leave them for 
tbeprefenr^ and go to t! eir Brethren far re- 
mote, and prjeach to them .; that I was defi- 
rous the Spirit of God fliould go with me, 
without whom nothing could be done to good 
Furpofe, ^nd afked them if they could not 
be willing to fpend the Remainder of the 
Day in Prayer for me. They chcarfully com- 
plied, and foon after I left <hem they began, 
the Sua being then about ^ Hc^r and a half 
high, and continued praying all Night till 
Bieak of Day ; and my Interpreter tells me 
it w^ attended with a powerftil Influence as 
well on thofe who are yet under Concern of 
Mmd9 ^. ^ ^^6 who have received Com- 
fort.

. Tw>o diftrd&d Souis were, I truft this 
Day hrougbt to the Enjoyment of folid Com* 
fort. And this Day an old Indian^ who had 
till now been ao obftinate idolater, gave up 
bis Rattles, which they ufe for Mufick in 
their iddatrous Feafis, to the Chriftian In- 
4ians^ wboqaickly deftroy'd them, and this' 
without any Attempt of mine in the Af£iir. 

Forks oi Delaware xnPenJyhanta 1745. 

Sept. I . Preached to the Indians^ afterwards 
to the white People. Many were in Tears 
in both Aflcmblies. Towards Night dif- 
cours'd to the Indians again, and perceiv'd a 
greater Attention and more vifiUe Concern 
than ufual. 

Sept. 3. Preached to the Indians from 
Ifa. liii. 3—6. Sundry Perfons feemM to be 
awakcn*d, among whom were two ftupid 
Creatures that 1 could fcarce ever before keep 
awake. On the 5th difcourfed to them on 
the Parable of the Sower, and afterwards 
converfed with fundry of them. Many wept^ 
and cried out in an affecting manne r; others 
were feiz'd with Sui^M-ize and Concern. I 
aflced one who had obtained Comfort, why 
he now cry'd. He repiyd, IVben be tb&ujfbt 
bowCbrifi wusJUm Uke a Lan^, andfpUi hk 
Blood for finners^ he tould wt help crying even 
i»beH he was •done. I then alkV] his Wife, 
who bad like wife been abundantly comforted, 

wherefore 
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wherefore fhe cry'd ; fhe anfwcred — Hecaufe 
the Indians here would not come to Chrift as 
well as chofe at Crofweekfung. I afked her if . 
fhe found a Heart to pray for them, and 
whether Chrift had feem*d to be near to her 
of late in Prayer as in Time paft. She re- 
pdy'd — ^yes, he had been near to her, and 
' that at fome Times when (he had been pray- 
ing alone her Heart loved to pray, fo that 
(he could not brar to leave the Place, but 
wanted to ftay and pray longer. 

Sept 7. Preach'cfd to the Indians from John 
vi. 35 — 39. They appeared ferious and at- 
tentive, but there was not much Appearance 
of Conceri) among them. 

Lord^stfay^ Sept. 8. DIfcoursM to the In- 
dians in the Forenoon from John xii. 44 — 50; 
in the Afternoon from A^s ii. 36 — 39. The 
Wot J of God feem'd to fall with Weight 
and Influence Upon them. Moft that were 
prefent were in Tears, and under diftreffing 
Concern for their Souls. There was one old 
Man confiderably awaken'd, and there ap* 
•pearM a remarkable Work of the Divine Spi- 
rit among them almoft generally, not unlike 
what has been of late at Crofweekfun^, Some 
•'of the carelefs white People were awakened, 
'or at leaft ftartled, feeing the Power of God 
fo prevalent among the Indians 

Some of the Indians in thefc Parts have al- 
ways refufcd to hear me preach, and are cn- 
' raged againft thof& that attend j and o[ late

they are more bitter than ever, fcoffing at 
Chriftianity, and fometimes afking my Hear- 
ers, How often they have cry* d \ and whether they 
hanU now crfdmough to do the Turn. So that 
already they have Trials of cruel Mockings. 

Sept. 9. Left the Indians at the Forks of 
Delaware^ and fct out for Sufquebannab Ri- 
ver, direfting my Courfe towards an Indian 
Town called Shaumaking. This 1 own lies 
part on the Eaft fide of the Rive*, Part on 
the Wed, containing upwards of fifty Houfts, 
and, they fiy, near three Hundred Inhabi- 
tants, of three different Tribts oV Indians, 
and fpeaking three different Languages. A- 
bout one Half of its Inhabitants are called 
Delawares \ the others are called Senaka\ and 
Tutela*s. They arc counted the moft drunk- 
en, mifchicvoLis rbffianly Fellows of any in 
thefe Parts. 

Sept. 14. Vifited the Delaware King, who 
was fuppofed to be at the Point of Death 
when I was here in May lafl, but recover^ 
ed i difcourfed with him and others refpcd- 
ing Chriftianity, and had more Encourage- 
ment than I expefted. The King appeared 
kindly difpofcd., and willing to be inftrufted. 

Lor^sDay^ Sept. 15. Vifited him again; 
was kind}y received by him ; and in the Af- 
ternoon difcourfed to the Indians. Towards 
Night met with one who underftood the 
Languages of the Six Nations^ Cas they are 
call'd) who difcovercd an tnclin^uon to heark- 
en 
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fn to Chriftianity : Bur many of them were 
fo drunk from Day to Day that I could get 
rib Opportunity to fpeak to them. The next 
Day I endeavoured to inftrufl them from 
Houfe to Hojfe. Towards Night I wcnc 
to a Part of the Town where they v/ere fo- 
bcr, and got tog^rher near fifty Perfons, and 
difcourfed to them, having firft obtained the 
King's chearful Confent. Thtre was one or 
two that feem*d to be touched, and app*ar*d: 
wett [.leafed with fome Converfation after- 
ward in private. My Spirits were much re- 
frefticd with this Appearance of .Things, and 
I returned with my Interpreter rejoicing irv 
Hope. 

' Sept. 1 7. Spent the Forenoon in vifiting 
and difcourfing to the Indians. About Noon 
left Sbaumoking^ (moft of the Indians goinj; 
out this Day on their Hunting Defign) and 
tra^elPd down the Rrvcr South- weftward. 

Sept. 19. Vifited an Indian Town, call'd 
Juneauta. Was much difcouraged with their 
Temper and Behaviour. They feem refolvec^' 
to perfift in their Idolatrous Praftices. Tlie 
next Day vifned them agaiq^ and found 
rhem.very bufy m making Preparations for 
a great Sacrifice. My Spirits were much: 
funk, having no Interpreter but a Pagan,, 
fmy own Interpreter bt^\ng obliged to leave 
lYie the Day before, and indeed he cou'd nei- 
ther fpeak nor underftaiid the Language of 
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thefe Indians) fo that I was under great Dif-. 
advantages. 

In the Evening they met together, near 
an Hundred of them, and danced round a 
large Fire, having prepared ten fat Deer 
for the Sacrifice. The Fat of the Inwards 
they burnt in the Fire, while they were danc- 
ing, and fometimcs raised the Flame to a pro- 
digious Height, yelling and fliouting fo loud 
that they might be heard two Miles or more. 
They continued their Dance almoft all Night» 
after which they eat the Flcfti of the Sacrifice, 
and then retired to their Lodgings. I en- 
joyM little Satisfaction this Night in the midft 
of this idolatrous Revel ; and having walk*d 
to and fro till both Body and Mind were 
paln'd, and much opprefsM, I at length got. 
into a little Crib made for Corn, and there 
flept on the Poles. 

Lord's Day\ Sept. 22. Spent the Day with 
the hidians on the Ifland. As foon as they 
Trere well up, I laboured to get them toge- 
ther to inftrudl them, but foon found they 
had fomething elfe to do ; for near Noon 
they gathered together all their Powwows (or 
Conjurers) and fct about fix of them to play- 
ing their juggling Tricks in order to find out 
why they were then fo fickly upon the Ifland: 
Numb^^rs of them being at this Time difor- 
derM with a Fever and bloody Flux. In this 
Exercife they were engaged feveral Hours, 
fomedmes finging, fometimes howling, fome- 

times 
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times extending their Hands to the utmoft 
Stretchy fpreadin? all their Fingers, and 
feen^g to pufli with them; fometimes 
firoking their Faces with their Hands, then 
fpirting Water as fine as Mill, fetting, ly- 
ing, bowing, wringing their Sides, twitting 
their Faces, turning up their Eyes, grunting,, 
puffing, C5?r. Some of them were much 
mord fervent and devour, and feem*d to chanty 
peepr. and mutter with a Degree of Warmthy 
as if determined to awaken and engage the 
Powers below. I fat about thirty Feet from 
them, tho'.undifcover'J, with my Bible in 
my Hurid, rtfalving if poflibJe to fpoil their 
Sport,, and prevent their receiving any An^- 
fwer from the infernal World. When they 
-had continued their hideous Charms and In- 
cantations more than three Hours, having in 
that Space of Time taken fundry Intervals 
of Reft, they broke up, I apprehend, with- 
out receiving any Anfvver at all. 

After they had done Powwowing^ I ac-- 
tempted to:di£courfe with them about Chrif- 
tianity, but they foon fcartcred, and gave 
,jne no Opportunity. A A^iew of thefc thing*, 
being entirely alone, defticute of the Society 
of any one that fo much as named the Name 
ef Chrift, a'moft ftrippM me of all Hope of 
propagating the Gcfpel here, and rendered' 
this the moft. burden fome Sabbath lever £iw. 
The next Day I made fome further AttcmpJS 
ta chriftianizc them,, but ta no Purpofr. 
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They live fo near the white People that they 
are always in the way of ftrong Liquors, and 
of the ill Examples of nominal Chriftians, 
which renders it unfpeakably difficult to treat 
with them about Chriftianity. 

Forks of Delaware 1745. 

OStoher i. Difcourfcd to the Indians here, 
and fpent fome Time in private Conference 
with them about Soul-concerns-, and after- 
wards invited them to accompany me, or 
follow me to Crofweekfung as foon as their 
Convenicncy would admit ; which Invita- 
tion fome of them chearfully accepted. 

Crofweekfung 1745, 0£i. 5. Preached to 
my People from Jobnx'w. 1 — 6. TheDi^ 
vine Prefence feem*d to be in the Aflfembly-. 
Numbers were affefted, and to fome it was 
a Seafon of Comfort. O what a Difference 
is there between thcfe and the Indians on Suf 
'quehannah! How great the. Change lately 
made on thefe, who not many Months agd 
were many of them as thoughtlefs, and averfe 
to Chriftianity as thofe upon Sufquehannah t 
And how attonifliing is that Grace which has 
made this Change! 

hordes Day^ Oct. 6. Preached in the Fore^ 
noon from John x. 7 — j i. And in the Af- 
ternoon on the Story of the Jaylor : And in 
the Evening expounded jiets xx. i — 12. 
There was at this Time a rcry agreeable 

. Melting 
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Melting fpread thro' the whole Aflembly,' 
Scarce a dry Eye to be fcen among them ^* 
yet nothing boifterous or unfeemly ; nothing 
that mighc difturb publick Wcn-fhip, hixfi 
tended rather "to excite a Chriftian Ardour, 
and Spirit of Devotion. After publick Ser- 
vice I withdrew, and the Indians continued 
praying together near two Hours. It way 
very refre(hing to fee thole who lately were 
Pagans and Idolaters^ having no Hope^ and 
without God in the Worlds now filled with a 
Senfe of Divine Love and Grace, and wor- 
fhipping the Father in Spirit and in Truth, 
as Numbers here appeared to do. 

O^/. 24. Difcourled from 7^^ iv. 13, 14.' 
.*Tis furprizing to fee how eager they are of 
hearing the Word of God. 1 have often 
thought they would chearfully and diligently 
attend Divine Worfliip a whole Day toge- 
ther. On the 25th difcourfed on the Refur-^ 
rection from Luke xx. 27 — 7^(k. Number* 
were much affefted and melted with a View 
of the Bleflednefs of the godly, their final 
Freedom from Sin and Sorrow, their equa- 
lity to the Angels, and their being the ChiW 
.dren of God, and openly acknowledged by 
him as fuch. 

Oct. 26. Being called to aflift at the Ad* 
miniftration of the Lord's Supper in a neigh- 
bouring Congregation I invited my Peoplt 
to go with me, who moft of them now gn-* 
a - derftood 
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derftood fomething of the Englifh Tongue,« 
and chearfully embraced the Opportunity. . 

Lord'sDay^ Oct. 27. While I was preach- 
ing to a vaft . Affembly, who generally ap- 
peared fccure enough, there was one Indian 
Woman, a Stranger, who had never heard 
me before, fei^*d with fuch a prefling Con- 
cern for her Soul,, that (he expreffed a great 
Defire to go home and call her Hiifband 
(more than forty Miles diftant) that he dlfo 
might be awdken'd to a Cx3ncern for his Scuh 
The pious People of the Englifh feem'd re- 
frelh'd with feeing the Indians worfhip God 
m fo devout and folemn a manner with the 
Aflenibly of his People. Preached . again 
the next Day, and my People ftill exprefs*ct 
their Defires to hear the Word of God, 
» Crojweekfung^ Oct, 28. Difcourfed from 
Mat. xxii. i — 13^ The Word pf God 
feem'd to fall upon the Affembly with a Di-^ 
vine Power and Influence, efpecially towards 
the Clofe ; and there was both a fweet Melt- 
ing, and bitter Mourning in the Audience.. 
So much, of the Divine Prefence appeared ia 
the Aflcmbly, that it feemed this was no 
other than the Houfe of God, and the Gate 
of Heaven. And many were conftrained 
by the. S weetnefs of that Seafon to fay. Lord 
it is good for us to be here. 

Nov. I. Difcourfed from Lukexxxv. briefly 
explaining the whole Chapter, 

> . /> ^^^^^= 
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Lord^sDay^ Nov. 3. Preached to my Peo- 
ple from Luh xvi. 17. There was fpme ap- 
parent Concern and AfFeftion in the Alfem- 
bly, though far left than has been ufual of. 
late. Afterwards I baptized fourteen Indians y 
fix Adults, and eight Children. One of 
theip was nczv four/core Ytzrs of Age, and I 
have rcafon to hope God has brought her 
favingly Home to himfelf. Two of the 
others were Men of about fifty, who had^ 
been fingular. and remarkable, even among 
the Indians J for Wickednefs ; one had beea- 
a Murderer^ and both notorious Drunkards^ 
as well as excefllvely quarrelfome ; yet now- 
I can't but hope bofh are become Subjefts of 
God's fpecial Grace. And there was not one 
ot the Adults I baptized, who had not given 
me fome comfortable Grounds to hope God 
had wrought a Work of Ipecial Grace ia 
their Hearts. 

iVw. 4. Difcourfed from Johnxi. briefly 
explaining moft of the' Chapter, Divine 
Truths made deep Impreflions on many in 
the Aflembly. Numbers were afiedled with 
a View of the Power of Chrift to raifc the 
Dead, particularly dead Souls to a fpiritual 
Life. Some that were lately come from re- 
mote Places, were brought under deep and 
preflSng Concern ; particularly one who not 
long fince came half drunk, railed on us, 
ajfid attempted various Ways to difturb us iit 

Divino 
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Divine Wor/hip, was now fo conccrn*d and 
diftrcfsM for her Soul, that fhe feem'd unable* 
to get any Eafe without an Incereft in Chrift. 
Baptized a Child this Day, and perceived 
fome of the baptized Perfons afFtded with 
the Adminiftration of this Ordinance, as be- 
ing thereby minded of their own folemn En- 
gagements. I have now baptized in alMbrty- 
ftvcn Indians^ twenty-three Adults, and 
twenty-four Children, • Thirty-five of theni- 
belong to thefe Parts, • the ^ Reft to the 
Forks of Delaware. And, thro' rich Grace, 
they have none of them as yet been fufFered- 
to difgrace their Profeflion of Chriftianity by • 
any fcandalous or unbecoming Bt-haviour. • 
■ I might now make n-^any Remarks on foi 
remarkable a Work of Grace as this has been, 
but fiiaH confine my felf to a few" Hints only. 
- i;*Tis remarkable that God began this 
Work among the Indians^ at a Time when 
I had the leaft Hope, or rational Profpeft of 
fteing fueh a Work propagated among 
(hem : My bodily Strength being then much 
wafted, and my Mind exceedingly deprcfj»'d 
with a View of the Unfucccftfulnefs of my 
Labours, fo that I had begun to entertain 
ferious Thoughts of my giving up my Mif- 
fron. And in this Frame of Mind I firft vi- 
ficcd thefe Indians at Crofweiifung : And yet 
this was the very Scafon in which God faw 
fit t6 begin this glorious Work. And thus* 
*' ■ • lie 
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he ord.iined Strength out of Weaknefs, mak- 
ing bare his Almighty Arm at a Time when 
all Hopes and Human Probabilities feemed 
to fail. — // is good to follow the Path of Duty ^ 
tbo* in the midjl of Darknefs and Difcourage- 
tncnt* 

2. *Tis remarkable how God . providen- 
tially^ and in a manner imaccountahky called 
thtk Indians together to be inltrufted. When 
I firft came, I found not one Man in the 
Place-, only four Women, and a few Chil- 
dren i but before I had been here many Days 
Jthey gathered from ail Quarters, fome from 
more than twenty Miles diftant ; and at my 
fecond Vifit fome came from more than 
forty Miles. And many came without any 
Intelligence of what was going on here, fo 
that it feemed as if God had fummoned them 
together from all Quarters to hear his Gof- 
peL Nor is it lefs furprizing that they were, 
one after another, affeded with a folemn 
Concern for their Souls aim oft as foon as 
they came upon the Spot where Divine 
Truths were taught. After this Work pf 
Grace begun with Power it was common for 
Strangers of the Indians^ before they had 
been with us one Day, to be deeply con- 
vinced of their Sin and Mifery, and folici- 
.toufly enquire what they muji do to be faved. 

3. 'Tis likewife remarkable how God pre- 
fer v'd thefe poor Indians from being preju- 
diced 
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cSced againft mc by Means ufcd for that Pur- 
polc by ungodly People. A bundance of de^ 
Ic'jvc aitiul SuggcftKMis were employed to 
pnrj-idic? them againft, or afiright them from 
Chriftianity ; but they all conftantly turn*d 
agwifb the Authors of them^ and (thro' the 
Kvine Goodnefs) only ferved to engage the 
Afib^dons of the Indums more firmly to me. 
And it feems the more wonderful in that I 
was an urter Stranger, and the others their 
o'd Acquaintance. But if God will workj 
"urbo can binder or refift ? 

4. Nor is it lefs wonderful how God was 
pleafed to provide a Remedy for my Want 
of Skill in the A J/tf» Language, by remark- 
ably fitting my Interpreter for the Perform- 
ance of his Work. It might be fuppofed 
that EHvine Truths would unavoidably lofe 
much of the Energy and Pathos with which 
they might at firft be delivered, by coming 
from a fecond Hand. But altho* this his 
often (to my Sorrow and Difcouragement) 
been the Cafe while my Interpreter had little 
or no Senfe of Divine Things, yet afterward 
it was quite otherwife. I can't diink my Ad* 
drefles to the Indians have ordinarily, fince 
this Seafon of Grace, loft any thing of the 
Power or Pungency with which they were 
made. He had hkewife, to Appearance an 
experimental Acquaintance with Divine 
Things, and longing Defircs for the Conyer* 

{Ton 
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iion of the Indtansy and admirable 2eal and 
Fervour in addrcffing them in order thereto. 
And 'tis remarkable, when I was favourM 
with any Jpecial AflTiftance in my Work^ 
and enabled to fpe^ with more ttum com- 
mon Freedom^ Potency and Power^ under 
a lively and aflfedingSenfe ofDivine Things, 
he was ufually afFcAed in the fame Manner 
almoft injianilyy and feemed at once quick- 
ned, and enabled to fpeak in the fame pa« 
thetick Strain. And a furpri2:ing Energy 
often accompanied the Word at fuch Seafons, 
fo that the whole Face of the Aflcmbly 
would be apparently changed almoll in an 
Inftant^ and Tears and Sobs become com* 
mbn among them. 

. .5. 'Tis unther remarkable, that God car- 
ried on his Work here by fuch Meatiij and 
in fiich a Manner^ as tended to obviate thofe 
Prejudices and Otgeftions which have often 
been railed againft fuch a Work* None 
could fay they were only frighted with a 
fearful Noifi of Hell and Damnation^ this 
Work having been begun and carried on by 
almofl: one continued Strain of Gofpel-Invi- 
ration to perifhing Sinners, as may be gueiled 
from the Scriptures I chiefly infifted on : 
Nor have I ever feen fo general an Awake- 
ning in my Life, as while I was opening and 
infilling on the Parable of the great Supper ^ 
Luke ziv. In which Difcourfe I was enabled 

E to 
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to fet before them the unfearcbable Riches of 
Gofpel-Gracc. Not that I never inftrudcd 
ifaem refpcfting their faUen State^ and the 
^fuineis and N^feryof it. This ^as wbtf 
I at firft chiefly infifted on, and mdeavoured 
to repeat and inculcate in a] mod every Dif- 
cQurfe^ knowing'that without this Foundations 
I (hould but build upon the Sand^ and that it 
would be in vain to invite them to Chrift 
till they were convinced of their Need of 
him. 

Nor has there been any plaufible Ol^ectioa 
to be made againft this Wor^. in .regard to 
the ^iarmer in which it has been carded on. 
7hc Conviftions of their Sin and Mifery 
have indeed produced many Tears, Cries and 
Groans ; but there has been no Appearance 
of thofe ConvulftQHSj bodily Af;onies^ f^gi>tf^ 
ScreamingSy Sii'fioningjs , and the like, which 
have been fb much complained of in other 
Places. Some indeed have been for aTime^ 
in a great Meafure, deprived of their bodily 
Strength, yet wrthopt ,^y convuljive Apr 
pearances. 

^t bly y ^nd lajify^ TheEIFeasof this Work 
have likewife been very jcmarkable. Many 
of thefe People have gaiijed more doftrin^ 
Knowledge of JDivine Ti:uths in lefs than five 
Months than could have . been inftillcd into 
them by the moft diligent Ufe of the moft 
proper and instructive Means for Yqxrs ^q*- 

gether^ 
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gctlicr, without fuch a Divine Influence. 
Their Pagan Notions, and idolatrous Pradli- 
ces, fccm to be wholly abandoned. They 
are regulated, and appear regularly difpofed 
iti the Affairs of Marriage. They feem ge- 
nerally devorced from Drunkennefs, their 
darling Vice. A Principle of Honefty and 
Juftice appears in many of them, and they 
fccm' concerned todifcharge old Debts which 
Aey had negledcedv and perhaps never 
choughc of for Years paft. Love fccms to 
reign among them, efpecially thofe who have 
;iven Evidences of a faving Change ; and 
have ieen no Appearance of Bitternefs or 
Cenforioufhefs in the(e, or any Difpofition 
to effeem; themfelves better than others. 

As their Sorrows under Conviftions have 
been great, io hare the Joys of many of 
them fince been : But their Confolations have 
not appear*(l extattck or flighty^ nor inclined 
diem ta Ligbtnefs or Airinefi^ but have beeit 
attended with Solemnity, and often with 
Tears, and an apparent Bi-okennels of Heart. 
And now, upon the whole, I think I may 
juftly fay, here are all the Signs and Evi* 
dences of a remarkable Work of Grace 
an^ong thefe Indians. May the great Author 
of it maintain and promote it here^ and pro^ 

E agate it every where, till the whole Eartli 
c tilled with his Glory. Amen. 

E 2 I have 
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I have now rode more than three thoufand 
Miles in the laft eight Months, and almoft 
the whole of it has been about my own pro- 
per Bufinefs as a Mtjfwnary for propagating 
Cbriftian Knowledge among the Indians. 
Several hundred Miles I have travelled, in 
9rder to find out a fit Colleague In this 
Work, but have not yet found one quali* 
fied and difpofed thereto. I apprehend a 
Neceflicy of having an £)^/ij|i& School fpeedily 
iet up among thefe InJwtSj who are now 
willing to gather together in a Body for this 
Purpoie. The ieveral Societies I have 
preached ta laft Sunuxier, live at ib gretf 
PiftanccSy and lb much of tny Time if 
neceflarily coniumed in journeying, that! 
can eipploy but little in any of my neceffary 
Studies. The Indian Langpagps are fo very 
numerous, my other L>aboun and Fatigues 
|ure ibgreat, and bear ib bard on my Condi- 
(ution, that I am at Times almoft difcQura- 
ged from attempting to learn dietn. How^- 
ever, I have uken confiderable Pains to learn 
the Delaware l^zTi^BgQt and as far as Health 
and Bufinc6 will admits propofe ftill to 

do fo. 

As thefe ignorant Pagans ftood in Ntad 
of having ]Unf upon JLine^ fo I pjceacbedt 
p^blickly, ^ taught them frotp Houfe to^ 
Houfe for whole Week^ together ; wd ttf 
publick Difcourfes did not t&n make updone 

half 
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half of my Work, whilft there were fo many 
conftandy coming to me with that important 
Enquiry, — HH^at muft I do to be faved ? And 
yet I can fay, to the Praifc of rich Grace, 
the apparent Succefs of my Labours abun- 
dantly compenfated all my Pains, and was 
a great Means of fupporting and carrying 
me thr</ it. But dill I fee great Need of 
Afliftance in my Work, and have been much 
opprefled for want of one to bear a Part of 
my Labours and Hardships. 

May the Lord of the Harveft fend forth 
more Labcurers into bis Harveft^ that tbey 
who Jit in Darknefs may fee great Lights and 
the whole Earth may be filed with the Know^ 
kdg^ of God^

apon them. Their Pafljons did not appear 
lo' ni^uch alarmed, as their Judgments con* 
vinced, by the mafterly and conquering 
Power of Divine Tmiths, God was in the 

midlt 
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midft of us of a Truth, bowing and ihclttna 
ft ubborn Hearts. They fccmcd to watc| 
and wait for God's Word, as the thirfty 
Earth for the former and latter Rain, After- 
wards I difcourfed to them on the Duties of 
Hulbands and Wives, from Epb. v. 22, — 33, 
And in the Evening inculcated upon thetn 
the Truths I -had imifted on in my formcf 
©ifcourfe, and obfcrved a powerfiil Influ- 
ence ftill accompanying what was fpoken. 

Lecetn. 26. This Evening was vifited by 
a very old Woman, who appeared to be 
much broken and c! ildifh thro^ Age, but 
tinder great fpiritualExcrcife. She was led 
"by the Hand to my Houfe, and appeared 
in extreme Anguifh. When I afkcd what 
ailed her, fhe replied, Her Heart was dtf 
treffed^ and fhe feared fhe fhould never fini 
thrift. She told me rtie had heard me preach 
often, but never knew any thing about it till 
the laft Sabbath, and then it came, fhe faid, 
all one as if a Needle had been tbrujl imo 
her Hearty fince which Time fhe had no Reft 
Day nor Night. That on the Evening 
before Chrifimas^ a Number of Indians diN 
courting together about Chrifl at a Hotifc 
^herfe fhe was, their Talk pricked her Hearty 
fo that fhe could not fit up, but fell down 
on the Bed, at which Time fhe went away^ 
(as fhe expfeffcd it) and felt as if fhe dream'd,.' 
and yet is coiifident fhe did not dream. 

When 
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When Ihe was thus gone, (he faw two 
Paths 5 one appeared very broad and crooked^ 
and that, (he fays^ turned to the left Hand : 
The other appeared ftraight and very narrow, 
and that went up the Hill to the right Hand. 
She travciJlcd, (he faid^ for fome Time up 
the narrow Right-hand Path, till at lengtix 
(bmething feemed to obftruft her Journey^ 
She (bmetimes called it Darknefs, fometimes 
compared it to a Block or Bar. She then 
remembred, (he fays, what (he had heard 
me fay about ftriving t6 enter in at the 
ftrait Gate, and thought (he would climb 
over thb Bar : But juft as (he was thinking 
of this, (he came back again^ as (he termed 
it, meaning that (he came to herfelf ; where- 
upon (he was extremely diftrefled, appre- 
hending (he had now turned back and for- 
faken Chrijiy znd that there was therefore no 
Hope of any Mercy for her. 

As I was fenfible that Trances and ima-^ 
ginary Views of Things are of dangerous 
Tendency in Religion, when fought after 
and depended upon, fo I could not but be 
much concerned about this Exercife^ efpc- 
daily at fir(t^ fearing this might be aDefiga 
of Safan to bring a Blemi(h upon the Work 
of God here, by introducing vifwnary Scenes^ 
imaginary Terrors^ and all manner of mental 
Disorders and Deluficns^ in the room of ge- 
nuine Copviftions of Sin^ and the enlightning 

F Influences 
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Influences of the blefled Spirit, and was 
almoft refblved to declare, that I looked 
upon this as one of Satarfs Devices, and to 
caution my People againft it as fuch. How- 
ever, I determined firft to enquire into her 
Knowledge, to fee whether fhc had any juft 
Views of Things, which might occafion her 
prefent diftrefling Concern, or whether it 
was a meer Fright arifing only from ima- 
ginary Terrors. I alked her divers Que- 
ftions refpefting Man's primitive, and more 
cipecially his prefent State, and refpeding 
her own Heart, which (he anfwered rati- 
onally, and to my Surprife. And I thought 
it was next to impoflible, that a Pagan ^ who 
was become a Child thro* Age, fliould in 
that State gain fo much Knowledge by any 
meer human Inftruftion, without being re* 
markably enlightned from above. 

I then propofed to her the Provifion made 
in the Gofpel for the Salvation of Sinners, 
and the Ability and Willingnels of Chrift 
to fave to the uttermoft all that came to 
bim. To which flie affented, but inftantly 
replied, Ay^ but I carit come^ my .wicked 
Heart wotft come to Chrift^ I dorft know 
bow to come J &c. And this fhe fpake in An* 
guifh of Spirit, itriking on her Bread, 
with Tears in her Eyes, and with fuch 
Eamefl:nels in her Looks, as was indeed 
piteous and afie^ing. She feems to be 

really 
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really convinced of her Sin and Mifery, and 
her need of a Change of Heart ; and her 
Concern is abiding and conftanr, and ( 
hope will have a faving IfTue. 

How far God may make Ufe of the Ima- 
gination in awakening fome Perfons, I can^c 
pretend to determine. Or whether this Ex- 
ercife be from a Divine Influence, I ihall 
leave others to judge. This I muft fay» 
that its Efiedts hitherto befpeak it to be 
fuch. 

Decern. 28. Difcourfed to my People in 
the catechetical Method, and the Lord, I 
truft, granted a remarkable Influence of his 
blefled Spirit to accompany what was fpoken. 
Two or three Perfons in particular feemcd 
to be brought to the lafl: Exercifes of a pre- 
paratory Work, being in a great meafure 
convinced of the Impoffibility of their help- 
ing themfelves, and ieemed to be upon the 
Point of giving up all Hope in tbemfelves^ 
and of venturing upon Chrift as naked^ 
helplefs and undone ; and yet were in Di- 
ftrels and Angui(h, wanting to do fomethins 
toward faving themfelves. One of thelc 
was the very aged Woman laft- mentioned, 
who now appeared weary and heavy laden 
with a Senle of her Sin and Mifery, and 
Need of an Intereft in Chrift. 

Lord^sDay^ Lecem. 29. Preached from. 
John iii. is" — 5- A number of white People 

F2 were 
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were preient, as is ufual on the Sabbatfa. 
The Difcourfe was accompanied with Power, 
and diere were fome Tears among the wbiio 
People, as well as the Indians. But the Im* 
preflions made on their Hearts appeared 
chiefly by the extraordinary Earneftnefs of 
their Attention, and their heavy Sighs. After 
puUick Worflup was over, I went to my 
Houfe, intending to preach again after a 
Ihort Intermiflion : But they foon came in, 
one after another, with Tears in their Eyes, 
enquiring. What tbey JhoJd do io he fazed? 
What 1 fpokc was fet home in fuch a 
Manner, that the Houfe was foon filled 
with Cries and Groans. Upon this they 
til flocked together, and the molt cutjaA 
were almoft univerfally feized with Coiiccm 
for their Souls. 

It was an amazing ^Seafbn of Power, as if 
God had bowed the Heavens and come down. 
So aftoniihingly prevalent was the Optrar 
cion upon old as well as young, that it feemVJ 
as if none would be left in a fecure and na* 
tural State, but that God was now about tq 
convert all the World, *Tis impofllble to 
give a juft Defcripcion of the Appearance 
of Things, yi/r£^ as to convey an adequate Idea 
of the Effect of this Influence. Some were re- 
joicing to fee fo tmnyftriving to enter in at tb^ 
ftraigbt Gate^ and wanted to fufh them fhr- 
Hoards as fome expre0ed it. Others, both 

old 
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p]d and young, of both Sexes were in Tears, 
and in Anguiih of Spirit, with down-caft 
Looks like condemned Malefactors. So that 
there fcemed to be a lively Emblem of the 
folenin Day of Accounts, or a Mixture of 
Heaven and HclK Their Concern and reli- 
gious ' Afiedlion was fuch, that I could only 
difcourfe to one and another, and fbmetimes 
addrefs them all together, and at lafl: con« 
eluded with Prayer. Such were their Cir- 
cumftances, that -I could fcarce get half an 
Hour^s Intermiffion from fpeaking from half 
an Hour before twelve till paft fcven ac 
Night. 

Dtc. 30. Was vifited by four or five young 
Perfons under Concern for their Souls, mofl: 
of whom were very lately awakened. The 
next Day vifited my Pe pie from Houfe to 
to Houfe, and fcarce left a Houfe without 
fomc of its Inhabitants in Tears. They are 
now gathered together from all Quarters, 
and have built them little Cottages, fo that 
more than twenty Families live within a Quar- 
ter of a Mile of me. The next Day vifited 
them again, and found fcarce one who was 
not under ferious Imprefllons. Strangers are 
almoft continually dropping in, fo that I 
have Occafion repeatedly to open and incul- 
cate the firft Principles of Chriftianity. 

Jan.Sf. Profecuted my catechetical Me- 
thod of inflrufting, found my People able 

F 3 to 
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to anfwer Queftioas with Propriety, and di* 
vtrs were much affedled and refrelhed. 

LoriPs Day J Jan. 5. Difcourfed from MaLidu 
10 — 13, There appeared not fo much Live- 
linefs and Afl^ion in Divine Service as ufual. 
The fame Truths which have often produced 
Tears and Sobs in the Afiembly (eem'd now 
CO have no fpecial Influence upon any. Af- 
terwards l^ptized the Woman mentioned 
Dec. 22, and one Child. This Woman has 
4difcovered a fweet and heavenly Frame tJt 
Mind fince her firft Recepdon of Comfort. 
One Morning (he came to me with unufual 
Joy, and told me, God had made her feel 
'Jwas right for him to do what he pleafed with 
sll Things ; that *t%vould be right if he fhouU 
cafi her Hufband and Son both into HeU: Tho' 
'twas apparent Ihe loved them dearly. And 
underftanding that I was fent to preach to 
the Indians by fbme good People in Scotland^ 
/he faid, her Heart loved thefe good People fay 
the Evening before^ that Jhe could fcarce help 
praying for them all Night 5 her Heart would 
go to God for them J &c. 

Near Night I intended to have proceeded 
in my ufual Method of catechifing, but whik 
we were engaged in the firft Prayer, the 
Power of God feemed to defcend upon the 
Affembly in fuch a remarkable manner, that 
I thought it more expedient to infift upon the 
plentiful Provifion of the Gofpel, and prefs 

them 
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them to a fpeedy Acceptance of the great 
Salvation, than to aik them Queflions about 
dodkrinal Points, while Numbers appeared 
fo iblicicous to obtain an Interefl in the great 
Redeemer. 

Jan. 1 1 . Difcourfed in a catechetical Me- 
thod, opened our firft Parents ^n>»i/ii;^Apo- 
ilacy, and our Fall in him^ and proceeded t6 
. flicw the Neceffity wcrftood in of an Al- 
mighty Saviour, and of an Interell in his 
Merits and Meditation. There ^as fom^ 
Tendemefs and affefbionate Concern vifiblb 
in the Aflfembly. 

Lord^s Day^ Jan. 1 2 . Preached from Ifa. 
Iv. 6. There was a powerful Revival of Con- 
vi&ions in Numbers, who were under fpiri- 
tual Exercife before. Towards Night cate^ 
chifed. Near the Clofe of my Difcourfe there 
appeared a great Concern. The Spirit of 
God feems from Time to Time to be driv- 
ing with Numbers of Souls, fo that they 
ieem unable at prefent to lull themielves a- 
deep. The next Day was vifited by fevcral 
under deep Concern for their Souls, one of 
whom was newly awakened. 'Tis'^Si mofk 
agreeable Work to treat with Souls who 
come earncftly fenquiring. What they muft do 
to hefavedy and wefoould never be weary in 
well'doing. And yet my Health is fo im- 
paired, and my Spirits wafted with my La- 
bours, and foUtary manner of living (there 
2 being 
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being no human Creature in the Houfe with 
me^ that tiieir repeated and almoft inceffant 
Application to me is fomeiimcs exceeding 
burdenfome, fo that I become fit for nothing 
at ail, entirely unable fometimes to profccutc 
any Bufinefs for Days together. 

Jan. 14. Spent fomc Time in private Con- 
ferences, and found fome difpcfed to take 
Comfort, as I thought, upon flight Grounds. 
They are now fo generally awakened, and 
'tis become fo difgraceful, as well as terrify- 
ing to the Confcience, to be deftitute of Re- 
ligion, that they are in great Danger of takr 
ing up with any Appearances of Grace, ra- 
ther than to live under the Difgrace and Fear 
-of an unregenerate State. 

Jan. 19. Profecuted my catechetical Me- 
thod. "When I firil entered upon this Mer 
thod of inftruifling, I was jealous, left my 
Difcourfcs would unavoidably be fb dcilrinaly 
that they would tend only to enli^ten the 
Heady and not a^eSf the Heart. But the 
Event proves quite otherwife ; for thefe Ex- 
ercifes have been remarkably blefled, and to 
Day in particular, in the latter as well . as 
former Refpe<5ts. 

Lor^s Day^ Jan. 1 9, Preached from Ifa. 
Iv. 7. Toward Night catechifed: And 
ibis appeared to be a powerful Seafon of 
.Grace. Numbers were much affedled ; Con- 
vifti&fis were powerfuUy revived i divers of 

the 
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the Chriftians* rcfreflied and ftrengchened ; 
and one weary heavy-laden Soul brought, t 
believe, to true Reft and folid G>mfort inf 
Chrift. 

He told me be had often heard me fay that 
Perfons muft fee and feel thenr^felves utterly 
helplefs and undone, and muft be emptied of 
all Dependance on thcmfelves ; and this he 
had long been ftriving after, imagining God 
would have Refpedl to this Frame. — But 
when he came to feci himfelf in this helpleis 
Condition, he found it quite contrary to wr at 
he expefted, and that inftead of its being a 
good Frame of Mind, he faw nothing but 
ladnefs in himfelf, and that he could do no- 
thing to make himfelf better. Inftead of 
imagining now that God would be pleafed 
vrith bun for the Sake of his feeing his undone 
State, he faw clearly it would be juft with 
God to fend him to eternal Mifcry, that 
there was no Goodnefs in whathe then felt^ 
but that he was naked, {inful, and miferable; 
In this Frame of Mind he came to day to 
publick Worfliip ; and while I was inviting 
Sinners to come to Chrift naked and empty, 
he tried, but found he couFd not come, and 
it fecmed utterly vain for him ever to try any 
more. But, he faid, while he was mufing 
upon it, he faw with his Heart (which is a 
tommon Phrafe among them) fomething 
that was unfpeakably good and lovely, which 

he 
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he bad never (een before, and xbAsJlole away 
bis Heart wbeiber be would or no. He did 
lioc know what 'twas he he faw ; he did not 
fay, this is Jefus Cbriftj but 'twas fuch Glory 
and Beauty as he never faw before. He did 
not now give away his Heart fo as he for- 
merly intended and attempted to do, but it 
went away of itfelf^ after that. Glory be tben 
difcovered. After fome Time he was won- 
derfully pleafcd with the Way of Salvation 
by Chrift ; fo that it feemed unfpeakably 
better to be faved altsqgether by the meer free 
Grace of God in Chrift, than to have any 
Hand in faving himfelf. The Conlcquence 
of this Ls he feems to maintain a Senfe and 
Relifli of Divine Things, and to maintain a 
Life of Religion. 

Jan. 30. Preached from Jobn 111. 16, 17*' 
There was fome AfFedion vifible in the Au-' 
dience, and one with much Concern after- 
wards told me, his Heart was fo pricked witb 
tny Preacbing be knew not where to turn^ or 
wbat to do. The next Day the Perfon I had 
made Choice of for a School-matter came to 
us, whereupon I diftributed feveral Dozen erf 
Primers among the Children, and on the 
morrow he entered upon his Bafincfs. He 
has generally thirteen Children and young 
Perfons in his School in the Day-time, and 
about fifteen married People in his Evening 
School, 

In 
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In the Evening catechifed in my ufual 
Method, Towards the Clofe of my Dif- 
courfe a furprizing Power fcemed to attend 
the Words, One Man far in Years, who 
had iDeen a remarkable Drunkard, a G)n- 
jurer, and a Murderer, who was awakened 
fome Montfls before, was now brought to 
great Extremity under fpiritual Diftrefs, fo 
that he trembled for Hours together, and 
apprehended himfelf juft dropping into Hell. 
Many others appeared under great Concern, 
and folicitous to obtain a faving Change. 

Lord*s Day, Feb 2, Preached from 7(?;&» 
V. 24, 25. Toward Night catechifed. Ob- 
fcrved my People more ready in anfwering 
the Queftions than ever before. 'Tis appa- 
rent they advance daily both in doftrinal and 
experimental Knowledge. The Evening of 
next Day difcourfed to a confiderable Num- 
ber, at which Time many appeared much 
afFefted and melted with divine Things. 

Feb, 8. Vifited my People from Houfe to 
Houfe. Many wept, and appeared con- 
cerned for nothing fo much as an Intereft in 
the dear Redeemer. In the Evening cate- 
chifed, and fonje fcemed afFcdionately en- 
gaged. 

Lord's Dayj Feb. 9. Difcourfed from the 
Story of the blind Man^ Mat. x. 46 — 52. 
Several who have been remarkably ftupid and 
carelefs, were now awakened, and wept affe - 

tionately. 
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lionately. And the moll carneft Attention^ 
as well as Tendernefs and AfFc6lion appeared 
In the Audience univerfally. Afterwards 
baptized three Adults, and one Child. The 
Adults I have reafon to hope are truly pious» 
God hath been pleafed to own and blefe the 
Adminiftration of this as well as his other 
Ordinances among the Indians. Some have 
been powerfully awakened by feeing others 
bapti2:ed ; others have obtained Relief and 
Comfort. 

Towards Night catechifed* God made 
this a profitable Seafon to feme. One who 
had been a vile Drunkard was remarkably 
awakened. He was in great Anguifli of 
Soul, wept and trembled, and continued to 
do fo till near Midnight. Another, a poor 
heavy laden Soul, was now brought to a com- 
fortable Calm, and bowed and: reconciled to 
the Divine Sovereignty. She told me the 
heavy Burden (he had lain under was now 
removed ; that flie felt (he never could do 
any thing to fave herfelf, but muft perilh for 
ever if Chrift did not do all for her ; that 
(he did hot delerve he fhould help her, but 
Chrift could fave her, tho* (he could do no- 
thing to fave herfclf> tff. And here (he 
feemed to reft. 
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Fwks of Delaware mPenJyIvama, 1746. 

Lor^sDtP^j FelK 16. Knowing that many 
c^ the Indians here were obftinately fet againft 
Chriftianky, I took fix of the moft ferious 
and knowing of my People, and brought 
them with me from Crojweekfung^ hoping it. 
might be a Means to convince them of the 
Truth and Importance of Chriftianity, to 
fee and hear fome of their own Nation dif- 
courSng of Divine Things •, and many met 
with us to Day, who probably could not' 
have been prevailed on to attend the Meetings 
had it not been for theft religious Indians: 
Some bdiaved foberly, and others laughed : 
Hfowever, the Word of God fdl with fuch 
Weight, that fundry of them fccmed to be 
ftunned, and expreffcd a Willingnefs to bear 
me again ef thefe Matters. After publick 
Worfhip, took fome Pains to convince thofe 
who laughed, and mocked, of the Truth 
and Importance of what I had been infifting 
on, which feemed to take confiderable EfFc£t. 
upon one of the worft of them. 

The next Day, having fpent much Time' 
in difcourfing to the Indians in their re- 
Ipedjtive Houfes, I got them together, and 
repeated and inculcated what 1 had before 
taught them. Afterwards difcourfed from 
ASts viii. S"^^^ ^ divine Influence feemed 

G to 
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to attend the Word. Sundry of the Indians 
feemed fomewhat awakened, and manifefted 
a Concern by their eameft Attention, Tears, 
and Sobs. My People from Crofweekfung 
continued with them Day and Night, re- 
peating and inculcating the Truths I taught ; 
and fometimes pray'd, and fung Pfalms a- 
mong them ; and difcourfed with each other 
in their Hearing, of what great things God 
had done for them, and for the Indians at 
Crofweekfung^ which feemed to have more 
£f&£t on them than all they could fay to 
them. 

Feb.\%. Preached to an Aflcmbly of /r^ 
near fifteen Miles diftant from the Indians. 
Next Day preached to the Indians again, 
having fpent confiderable Time in converfing 
>yith them more privately. There appeared 
a great Solemnity, and fome Concern and 
Affe<5tion among them. Divers of the In- 
dians here fcem to have their Prejudices re^ 
moved, and to be well diipoied to hear dief 
Word of God. 

Feb. 20. Preached to an Affembly of High 
Dulcbj who had leldom heard the Gofpe), 
and were very ignorant. They gave won- 
derful Attention, and fome of them after- 
wards* faid they had never been fo much en- 
lightened about the Way of Salvation before. 
They requefted me to tarry, or come again i 
and it grieved me that I could do nddier,, 

they 
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they being a$ Sheep without a Shepherd, and 
fomc of them under Soul-Trouble. The 
next Day preached to a Number of People, 
many of them IjOw Dutch. Some of the 
fore*mentioned High Lutcb attended the Ser- 
vice, tho' eight or ten Miles diftant froni 
their own Houies. And there were two par- 
ticularly of the Indians here, who the laft 
Sabbath expofed and ridiculed Chriftianity, 
now behaved foberly. 

Feb. 2-2. Preached to the Indians. They 
appeared more free from Prejudice, and more 
cordial to Chriftianity ; and fome of them 
ieemed afiedled with divine Truths. 

Lor is Day 'i Feb. 23. Preached to the In- 
£ans from John vi. ^5 — 37. After publick 
Service difcourfed privately with fome of 
them, who feemed confiderably enlightened, 
and iiivited them to go down to Crojweek^ 
Jiingj where they would be free from the 
Soom and Temptations of the oppofing P4« 
f;msj and got a Promife of fome of them* 

Crofvoeekfung in New-Jerfey. 

March i. Catecfaiied in my ordinary Me* 
thod. Toward the Clofe divine Truths 
made confiderable Impreflions upon die Au^ 
dience. 

Lor is Day^ March 2. Preached ftom 
Jobnxv. 1—6. The Aflembly appeared 
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not fo lively in their Attention as ufual, nor 
fo much affefted with divine Truths. Two 
of the Indians belonging to the Forks are 
.come. May the Lord meet with them here. 
They can fcarce go into a Houie now^ but 
they'll meet with Chriftian Converfatioo* 
Difcourfed to the Indians again in the After- 
noon, and obferved among them fome Live- 
lineis and Engagement in divine Service. I 
know of no AfTembly of Giriftians where 
^there feems to be fo much of the jPrefence of 
God, where brotherly Love fo much prevails, 
although nine Months ^go they were wor- 
ihipping Devils and dumb Idols. Amazing 
. Change this ! // is the Lord's Doi/tg^ iw^juftly 
■marveUous in our Eyes. 

JMar,^. Spent fome Time juft at Eveniflg 
in Prayer, finging, and diicourfing to oiy 
People. Tbejir Situation now is fo compa£l» 
4JUtt .they are eafily called together with only 
^ Souud of ^Conk' Shell \ to that they iuive 
fr^quenit Opportunities of. attending divine 
Service, which feems, under God, a great 
Means of keeping the Imprefiions of divine 
Things alive in their Minds. 
. Mar. 8. Catechifed my People in the 
Evening. Their Knowledge in Religion inr 
creaiiss daily. And the Divine Prelencc 
leemed to be in the Allembly this Evenii^* 
ilMvine Truths were attended with fuch In* 
fluence upon the Al&mbly in general^ tbtf 

it 
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it might juftly be called an Evening of Di- 
%im Power. 

LorJPi Day^ Mar, 9. Preached from Luke 
X. 38 — 42. Numbers were aStded^ and 
concerned to obtain the one Thing needful \ 
and others who feem truly gracious were af- 
fedted with their want of Spirituality, and 
faw the Need they ftood in of growing in 
Grace. In the Aftera*oon I intended to have 
catechifed ; but while we were engaged In the 
firft Prayer, a great Part of the Aflembty 
was lb much moved, that I thought it fea- 
Ibnable to infilt on the moft practical Truths. 
There appeared to be a powerful divine In- 
fluence upon them. Sundry were fo touched 
with a Senfe of their own Barrennefsy and 
dieir unworthy Treatment of the blelfed Re- 
deemer, that they looked on him as pierced 
by themfelves, and mourned^ and were m 
fiittemefs as for a Firft-bom. Others were 
in Anguifh of Soul to obtain an Intered: in 
Chrift \ fa that there was a very great mourn- 
h^. And one or two Perfons, newly come, 
were awakened. It was a fweet Se^fon. Thofe 
who had a Relifh for divine Things could 
not but cry — How amiable are thy Tabema* 
eles^OLordofHo^s! 

After puUick Worfhip was done. Num- 
bers canie to my Houfe, where we fung ; and 
while we Were finging, theWoman mentioned 
RK 9i I may venture to lay» if I nuy be 
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allowed K) lay ib of any Perlbn 1 ever ia'^^ 
was fiiUd vcitb Joy unfpeakahle and full tf 
'Ciarjy aod could not but burfl forth in Prayer 
and Praife to God, crying, fometinies in 
E^liftfj and fomctimes in iMdiam. — O blejfe4 
Lord! docomtf docome! Odotshmeawoft 
do let mi die and go to Jefus Cbrijt. O dear 
Jfefus do come! Icasftfiay^ Icaiflfiayl 
bm can I live in this World? Do take my Soul 
amay from this finful Place i with much nnorp 
to the fame Purpofe. In this Eztafy (he coor 
tinned ibme time, and when fhe had a little 
recovered herfelf, I diked her, if Chrift was 
.cot now iweet to her Soul? Whereupon, 
Cuming to me with Tears in her Eyes, an4 
with all the Tokens of deep Humility, flue 
iaid, Ibavi many times beard you ^a/k iftbf 
Coodnefs and Sweetnefs of Chrift ^ hut I knew 
potUng what you meant '^ I never believed you\ 
but now I know be is better than aUtbeWorU^ 
\ afked, and do you lee enough in Chrift for 
jthe greateft of Sinners } She replied, O e^ 
nougbj enough for all the Sinners in the World 
^ they would hut come. Andmming, at my 
Peftre, to feme poor Chriftlefi Souls wl^ 
jftood by much affe6led^ Ihe faid, O therms 
enough in Chrift for you all^ jT J^^ would but 
€ome. OJirive^ ftrrve to give upymir Hearts 
to him. Then hearing fomewhat m the Glory 
of Heaven mentioned, (he again fell imo4ii> 
£xcafy of Joy, an4 cried out a« t3cf(»e^ Q 
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%ear Lordj do let me go I O whatjhall I do? 
J fvant to go to Cbryty &c. In this fwect 
Frame fhe continued more than two Hours. 
Of all the Perfons I ercr faw under fpiii* 
tual Ex^cife, I fcarceever faw one fo bowed 
and biioken under Conviftions as this Woman» 
None feemed to have greater Acquatntante 
With their own Hearts. She would freducntl/ 
complain of the Hardnefs and Rebel lion of 
her Hearty and appeared to be no lefs re^ 
markably boVd to divine Sovereignty' be<^ 
fore Ihe obtained any Relief, as I noticed 
^b.g. fince which ihe hadi feemed conftandj 
to breath the Spirit and Temper of the nem 
Creature. When I have fometimes aiked her 
why fhe araeared fo forrowful ? Was fhe w^^ 
(raid of Hell? She would anfwer, No^ I 
hifftfQ mueh Hfireffd about tbatj hit my Heart 
isfo wicked I catft love Cbrifty and thereupon 
burft out into Tears. 

': This fweet and furprifing Extafy &cmed 
^Jp^^ ^ro*^ * ttxie ^ritual Difcovery of 
the Glory> ravUhing Beauty and Excellency 
of Chriity not from any grofs imaginary Ideas 
ef his human Nature : Nor from a felfifb 
Apprehenlion of Benefit conferred on her^ 
but from a View of his perfbnal ExcelTehey, 
and tranfcendent Loveline6. She feemed to 
view divine Truths as living Realities, and 
could fay, I hum. theje JUngs are fi : Ififf 
them to be true. Now her Soul was rcfignedf 
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tt> die divine Will. Being aflceJ, what 
God (hould take your Hufband from you 
(who was then very fick) how could you 
bear that i She replied. He behfigs to God^ 
mid mi me^ be may do wUb bimjuft what be 
fUafes. Now (he could freely tr ift her M 
with God for Time and Eternity. Being a(k« 
ed, bow (he could be willing to die, and 
leave her little Infant, what did (be think 
would become of it? She anfwered, GodwiB 
take Care of it \ it hdongs to bim \ be wiB 
takiCarerf it. 

Now (be appeared to have the moft hum- 
bling Senie of her own Meannefs, Unworthi- 
aefi, andWeaknefs, crying, IfirtvelfbaU 
fin. And (he fince appears to be a moft toi- 
4ef» broken-hearted, aficAionate, devout, 
and humble Chriftian, as exemplary in I^ 
and Conver(ation as any Perfon in my Con- 
gregation. 

Mar. 10. Towards Night the Indians d 
their own accord met, and &ng, and prayed 
anK>ng tbemfelves with much melting of Af* 
^&ion« After a while I went among chem^ 
and prayed, and gave a Word of Exhoita* 
tioo. It feemed to be an Evening of divine 
Power. On the morrow was vifited by a 
confiderable Number, with whom I fpenc 
tomt Time in religious Exercifes. Next Diy, 
catechiiicd in the Evening. Many fecvoad 
quickocd and enlivened^

LorJ^s Day^ Mar. 1 6. Preached to my 
People from Heb. ii. i — 3. Divine Trutte 
feemed to have confiderable InSuence on 
many. Toward Nigbc difcourfed again on 
the great Salvation ; and the Spirit of GoA 
leemed to be moving m the Fac^ of the Afiem- 
bly. Baptized the Woman mentioned laft 
ZiriPs Dajy who ai^>eared to be in a devouf, 
humble, and excellent Frame of Mind. My 
Houfe being thronged in the Evening, I 
ipent the Time with them in religious Exer*- 
cifes, till my Nature was almoft fpcrit. They 
^pear unwearied in religious Exercifes, and 
inlatiable in thiriling after Chriftian Know* 
ledge. 

Mar. 19. In my Abfence my People gcf» 
nerally met together, of their own Accord^ 
fiir religious l^ercifes^ and in Jpecial to g;ivt 
Thanks to God for the fafe Return of thoib 
vrho had been feveral Weeks abfent at tht 
Forks of Delaware^ and for the Recovery of 
. him that had been fick. My Scboolmafter 
at their Defire'aflifted, and tells me they ap« 
peared engaged and ^ifitftionate in repeated 
Prayer, finging, fisfr. 

ilibr. 22. Catechifed as ufual. There ap^ 
peared nothing remarkable ; and yet I ma/ 
juftly fay, the ftrift Attention, the Tender- 
nefs and Affedion, the many Tears and Sobi 
that appeared in Numbers would have beed 
very remarkaHe^ were it not that God hit 
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made thefe Things common with us, and e\ 
with Scrangers foon after their coining amo 
us from Time to Time. 

Lord's Dan Mar. 23. Three being fifo 
Strangers, adult Perfons, come among us 1 
Week, I attempted to difcourfe from He 
xiii. 9. in a Manner peculiarly fuiced to tli 
Circumftances and Opacities. There wa 
defirable Attention appearing in general, a 
even among the Strangers themielves, 1 
not that AffkGtion and Concern which ', 
been common among us. 

Near Sun-fet I felt an uncommon Conce 
for the poor Strangers efpccially, that C 
had withheld his Prefence, and the pawei 
Influence of his Spirit that Day, and in l 
Frame Ttfited fundry Houfes, but with 
much Appearance of Succefs, till I came 
a Houfe where divers of the Strainers wi 
and there the fplemn Truths feemed to ts 
'ESk6k firit upon fome Children^ then u] 
fome adult Perfons, and then upon feverai 
the Pagan Strangers. I continued my I 
courfe till almoft every one in the Houfe y 
melted into Tears, and divers wept alo 
Upon this, Numbers foon gathered from 
the Houfes round about, and lb thronged 
Place, that we were obliged to go to 
Houfe where we ufually meet \ and the C 
gr^ation gathering immediately, and m: 
l^>pearlng remarkably affedted, I difcour 
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fome Time from Luke xix. i o. There was 
much vifible Concern and AfFeAion. Five 
or fix of the Strangers appeared confiderably 
awakened, panicularljr one very rugged 
young Man, who had Teemed as if nothing 
would move him, was now brought to trem« 
Wc like the Jaylor^ and wept much. Thefe 
Pagans who were awakened,* fcemcd at once 
CO put off* their Savage Roughnels, and be* 
came fbciabie, orderly, and humane in their 
Carnage : When they firft came, I exhorted 
my religious People to be at Pains with them 
to inftruft them, in Chriftiahity 5 but they 
would not bear to hear them. Yet now they 
were fo touched with a Senfe of their perifh* 
iog State, as made them tamtly yield to th6 
clofefl: Addreiies that were made them. 

Af<ar. 24.- Numbered my People, and 
found they were increafed to about an bun^ 
dred and tlnrty^ old and young ; brfides that 
abcwt fifteen or tiventy of my ftated Hearers 
were now abfcnt. As many of them were 
this Day going out on the Defign of clearing 
fome of their Lands, above fifteen Miles * 
fi*om hence, in order to their fettlinjg there in 
a compact Form, tharthey might more ad- 
vantageoufly attend publick Worfhip, have 
then: Children fchooled, and at the fame Time 
have a Conveniency for plantings i^c. (Their 
Land here being k£ little or no Value 
for that Purpofe; I thought proper to call^ 

them 
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tbem together, and fhew them the Doty of 
labouring with Faithfulneis and Induihy i 
and endeavoured to prefs the Importance of 
their being laborious, diligent, and vigorous 
ip the Profecucion of their Bufinefs, efpecially 
at the prefent Jun&ure. And having given 
them Dire&ions for their W(»-k, as well as 
Behaviour in divers Refpefts, and lung Pf. 
cxxvii. Dr. JFaitfs Verfion, and having re» 
commended tbem and their Defign to God 
by Prayer, I difmiflcd them to their Bufi^ 
nefi. 

In the Evening read and expounded to 
tbofe who remained, and to the Strangers 
newly come the Subftance of the 3d Chapter 
of the ASs. Numbers feenned to melt un* 
dcr the Word, and fundry of the Strangers 
were afiefted, and made (enfible of their na- 
tural Depravity^ which in their Pagan State 
they difbelieved, and denied. 

Mar. 27. Difcourfcd to a Number of 
them in one of their HouTes, and endea* 
voured to fuic my Difcourfe to them feverally^ 
according as I apprehended their States to be. 
I find particular clofe Dealing with Souls in 
private is often very fuccefsful. 

Mar, 29. In the Evening catechiied, as 
ufual on Saturday. Treated on the Benefits 
which Believers receive from Chrift at Death, 
The Queftions were anfwered, as they have 
geoeralJy been, with great Rcadineis and 
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Propriety. Tlierc appeared fuch Livelineft 
and Vigour in their Attendance, and fuch 
Eagernefi to be made Partakers of tlie Bene- 
fits then mentioned, that they feemed to be not 
only looking for^ but baftmg lo the coming of 
the Day of God. Yet many were not duly 
engaged to obtain the Change of Heart that 
is ncceflary in order to that blefled End. 

Lord^s Day^ Mar. 30. Difcourfcd from 
Matt. XXV. 31 — 40. There was a very coii- 
fiderable Moving, and affcdionate Melting 
in the Aflembly. One aged Man, newly 
come among us, appeared to be confiderably 
awakened. In the Evening catechifed. There 
was not that melting Engagement as was the 
Evening before. 

Mar. 3 1 . Called my People together, as 
I had. done the Monday before, and dif- 
courfed to them again on the Neceffity and 
Importance of their labouring induftrioufly, 
and after folemn Prayer difniiflVd them to 
their Work, Numbers of them feem to of- 
fer themfeives willingly to this Work, and 
fomc of them difcover great Concern that 
God might go with them, and begin their 
iUlle Town^ that by his Blefling it might be 
a Place comfortable for them and theirs, 
both on fecular and fpiritual Accounts. 

AprU ^. Catechifed towards Evening •, af- 
ter which a Number of the moft religious 
came to my Houfe, and feemed eager of fome 
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further Entertainoient -, and while I was 
ihewing them from various Topicks, . the 
Obligations Chriftians are under to love one 
another in a pecuiiar Manner, they (eemed 
fnelced into Tendernefs and Aflfedion toward 
each other. 

Ijir^s ray J Apr. 6. Preached from MaK 
vii. 21 — 23. Th^re were confiderable Efiedb 
of die Word vifible in the Audience, and 
fuch as were very defirable. Many were put 
upon ferious and clofe Examination, and 
fpme of them expreffed their Fears: Particu- 
larly one Man was brought under great and 
preffing Concern for his Soul, not io muck 
upon account of any particular Sin, as that 
he had never done the Will of God at all. 

In the Afternoon I opened to them the 
Difcipliae Qf Chrift's Church, and the Me-v 
thod -in which Offenders are to be dealt with., 
They feemed to have the moft awful Apprc- 
henfions of being treated as a Healben-tnan^ 
as a Pagan *, a State of Heatheoifm out of. 
which they were lately brought appearing, 
very dreadful to them. Afterwards viGmi 
fundry Houfes, and the Lord ieemed to 
fmile upon my private. Endeavours, and ta. 
make them more efFeftual to Ibme than my, 
publick Difcourfcs. /, 

/i/>r. 7. At Evening difcourfed to them- 
£rpm I Cor. xj. 23 — 26. Opening t» them. ' 
phe Jnftitution, Nature, and Ends of the- 
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Lord's Supper, and the Qualifications and 
Preparations neceflary to a right Participa- 
tion thereof. Many were much afFefted 
with the Love of Chrift. 

Lord^s Day^ April 20. Difcourfed both 
Forenoon and Afternoon from Luh xxiv. 
explaining moft of the Chapter. There 
was not fo much AfFcdion and Tendernefe 
as ufual. Our Meeting was very full, there 
being fundry Strangers with us. In the 
Evening catechifed, and there was an at-< 
fedionate Meeting in the Aflembly. It w.is 
a fweec and bJefled Seafon. God has caufrd 
this little Fleece repeatedly " to be wet with 
the Dews of his Grace, while all the Earth 
around has been comparatively dry. 

Apr. 25, Having ior fonic Time apprew 
hended that a NuiftbefM^f^y P^ec^le were 
proper Subjefts of the Ordinance of the 
Lord's Supper, with good Advice Ipropo-. 
fed to adminifter it next Lord^s Day \ and 
this Day, as preparatory thereto, was fit 
apart for Fafting and Prayer, as alio to im- 
plore that the Divine Prefence may be wi h» 
us in our intended Approach to his Table, 
to humble ourfelves before God on account 
of the Withdrawment (at lead in a Meafure> 
of his blefled Influence among us, and for 
the rifing Appearance of Carelefnefs, Vanity 
and Vice among fome who fcemed to have' 
been touched and aflPe^d with Divine 
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Truths : and to pray for the peaceable Set- 
Utmcnt of the Indians together in a Body, 
aru) that they might become a fiourHhing 
Church. 

The Solemnity was ferioufly attended by 
the whole Congregation, with much Ten- 
c!ernefs, and many Tears, by the more Re- 
ligious i and there was fome Appearance of 
Divine Power on tbofe who had before been 
awakened. After Prayer and Preaching, I 
propoTed briefly and plainly the Subftance 
of the Dodrine of the Chriftlan Faith, and 
had their renewed chearfiil Afient to it* I 
thrn led tfaem to a folemn Renewal of their 
baptifinal Covenant in its feveral Branches, 
and the fdemn Tranfa&ion was attended wifh: 
much Gravity and Serioufneis, Freedom luid 
Cliearfulnefs, and a religious Union ^tid 
Harmony of Souls feemed to crown ^ 
whole. 

* Apr. 26. Towards Noon prayed with a 
dying Child, and gave a Word of Exhor- 
tation to By-ftanders. In the Afternoon iiif-' 
courfed to my People from Ma$t. xxvi, 

26, 30. of the Author, the Naturemul 

Dcfign of the Lord*s Supper. The religi- 
ous People were aflfefted, and even meked 
with Divine Truths, and with a View of tko 
dying Love of Chrift.. I then baptiwd 
two adoIt~Pe«:(ons, both ferious and ex^psr 
plary in their Lives, and 1 hope, truly re- 
ligious. 
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ligious. In the Evening catechiTcd thofe 
who were defigned to partake of the Lord's 
Supper next Day, upon the Infticution, 
Nature and End of that Ordinance, and 
had abundant Satisiadidn as to their dodtri- 
nal Knowledge and Fitnefs in that refpeA* 
They likcwife appeared in general to have 
a deep Senfe of the Solemnity of this facrcd 
Ordbance, and to be hunnbled under a 
Senfe of their own Unworthineis, and to be 
eameftly concerned that they might be duly 
■prepared for it. Their Hearts were full of 
Love to each other, and that was the Tem- 
per of Mind they &emed much concerned 
to bring with them to the liOrd's Table. 
In fingtng and Prayer after Catechifing, 
there appeared an agreeable Tendcrnefs, and 
iiich Tokens of brotherly Love, that would 
even conftrain one to fay, — Lordy it is good 
to be here* 

Lor^s Day^ Apr. 2?. Preached from 
Titus \u 1 4. IVbo gave bimfolf for us^ &rr 
Then adminiitred the Lord's Sapper to 
twenty three Perfons, about Bve or fix being 
now ablenc at the Forks of Delaware^ who 
wouM dtherwile have communicated with 
us. It was remarkable, that in the Seafpn of 
the Performance of the Sacramental A Aionst 
efpecially in the Diftribution of the Bread, 
they feem'd to be afftfted in a moft lively 
Manner, as if Chrift had been really cru^ 
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cifieJ txrfc^ them. But their Affeaions^ 
tho* confiderably raifcd, were agreeably 
regulated. When I had refted fome Time 
afcer the Adminiftracion, I walked from 
Houfe to Houfe, and converfed particularly 
wid) mod of the Q>mmunicants, and found 
they had been generally refrefhed at the Lord's 
Table as with new Wine. And never 
did I fee fuch an Appearance of Chriftian 
luove among any People in all my Life. 
It was fo remarkable, that one m^ht welt 
have cried with an agreeable Surprize,«^&- 
hold bow tbcy Icve om amtber! 

Towards Night, difcourfed again on 
Titus ii. 14. The religious People were 
much refreihed, fb that fome of them told 
me they had never felt the like before. Con- 
visions were revived in others, and (bme 
were awakned ; and the Congregation when 
difmificd, altho* it was almoft dark, feem^d 
loth to leave thej:^lace. Upon the whole, 
I muft fay I had great Satisfaction with re- 
'gard to the Adrainiftration of this Ordinance. 
God himfclf, I am perfwaded, was in the 
midfl of his People, and, I doubt not, many 
.could fay in the Conclufion, with their whole 
Hearts, — Verily, a Lay thus fpent in 
God*s Hottfe^ is better than a tboujund. It 
was thelivcli.ft Emblem of Heaven I bad 
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Apr. 28. Concluded the facramental So- 
jemnhy with a Difcourfe from Jx>bn xiv. 1 5. 
Jf ye hve me^ keep my Commandments. There 
appeared a very agreeable Tendernefs, efpe* 
^lly among the Communicants. They (eemed 
willing to have their Ears bored to the Door* 
Fofts of God's Houfe, and to be his Ser^ 
*vants for even OUerving Numbers in this 
rxcellent Frames I thoughtproper to improve 
this advantageous Seafon, as Hezekiah' did 
the PajQbver-feafon, to engage thbfe that 
appeared lerious and religious to perfevere 
therein ; and acccndingly, propofed that 
they fliould further covenant to watch over 
themfelves, and one another, left they Ihould 
idifhonour the Name of Chrift by unbecom- 
ing Practices, and particularly by Drunken^ 
nefs their darlingSm. They chearfully com- 
plied, and explicitely joined in that Cove- 
nant. 1 then proceeded in the mod folenio 
Manner, to call God to witnefs to their facred 
Engagement, and minded them that God 
.would be a Serrihle Witnefs againft the Vio- 
latefs thereof in the great and notable Day 
of the Lord. It was a Seafon of amazing 
Solemnity, '» 

Baptized fix Children this Day« 
. Ijn^i^s Dayy May 4. My People be- 
ing now removed to their Lands, ' Where 
ihey are making Provifion for a ' compact 
Settlement, I this Day viQtod th«n (being 
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iKm obKged to board with an EKglifi Fa- 
mily at fome Dijdance from them) and 
preached in the Forenoon from Mark it. 5. 
endeavouring to Ihew them the Danger dim 
was, left hopeful Beginnings in Reli^on 
mig^t prove abortive, like the Seed fbwn 
in Jiony Places. In the Afternoon difcoorfed 

Son Rom. viii. 9. Then I /pent fbme 
ours in private Conferences, and laboured 
to regulate fome Diforders among them. 

May 5* I vifited my People again, and 
gave them Directions relating to their Bufi- 
ne(s« I fee more and nx>re of, what Impor- 
tance 'tis like to be to their religious Intereft, 
that diey become laborious and induftrious, 
aoQuainted with the Affiurs of Hufbuidry, 
and able fo raife the Necefl&ries and Conv- 
forts of Life within tliemfelves. 

May 9. Preached to my People from 
Jcbn V. 40. in the open Wildernefi,.they 
having as yet no Houie for publick Wor- 
fliip in this Place, nor indeed fufikient 
Shelters for themfelves. Divine Truths 
made confiderablelmpreflions on many. TUs 
Day I baptized one Man (the Conjuror and 
Murderer mentioned Aug. S. and FA* i.) 
who appears fuch a remarkable Iiiftancc of 
Divine Grace, I can't omit fome brief Ac- 
count of him. 

He lived near the Forks of Dekmare, 
and attended the Meeting there most than a 
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Year ; but was extremely addicted to drink- 
ingy and feemed no way reformed. In ^is 
Time he murdered a likely young Indian^' 
which threw him into Hwrvur and a Degree 
of De^eraiionj (o chat he kept at a Diftance 
from mc fbme Months, till I had an Op- 
portunity^ of converfing with him, and en* 
Gouraged him to hope his Sin might 
be forgiven for Chrift's Sake. After whidi 
he again attended my Meeting, But what 
difcoucaged me moft, was his Conjuration. 
He was one of thofe called Powwows among- 
the Indians i and notwithftanding his Atten^ 
dance on. my Preaching, ftill followed iiis 
old Charms and juggling Tricks, gruing out 
that hmfiilf was fomi great one^ and to bim' 
they gave beed^ fuppofing him to be pof« 
fel^d of a ^at Power. And the Ugh 
Opinkm they had of bim, hb ma^ CkarmSi 
and. fuperflitious Notions, ieemed to be a 
fatal Obftroction to their receiving the Go^ 
pel. And I have often thought *twould be 
favourable to the Defign of Gofpelizing 
the Indians^ if God would take that Wretch 
out of the World. But God, wbofefbos^ks 
are abewmrs^ took a moredefimUe Method 
.with him. 

His firft genuine Cmcem for bis Soul iira» 
excited, by feeing my Interpreter and bis 
Wife iMptized, and, with the Invitation of 
an IndiM^ ^ he followed me jdown to . Crof- 

weekjung 
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ufcekfu^g in Augufi^ and continued there 
loreral Weeks in the Seafon of the moft 
remarkable and powerful Awakening ; at' 
which Time he was more effcftually awak- 
ened, and brought under great Coiiceri^ for 
his Soul : And then, upon his fecUng the Word 
of God in bis Heart (as he exprefies it) his 
Spirit of Conjuration left him entirely, that 
he has had no more Power of that Nature 
fince, than any other Man living, and de- 
clares he don't now fo much as know how ' 
he ufed to charm and conjure. 

He continued under Convi&ions of his 
fioful and perifliing Scate all the Fall^ and 
Pkit of the Winter, but was not fo deeply 
cJKTcifed till January^ and then the Word 
of God took fuch hold of him, that he was 
brought into great Diftrefs, and knew not' 
what to do. He continued under the heavy 
Preflure of a wounded Spirit^ and, Feb. i. 
was brought into the utmoft Agony of Soul, 
which continued that Night, and part of 
next Day. After this, obterving him to ap- 
pear remarkably calm and compofed, I 
aiked him how be did. He replied, '7/j done^^ 
*tis done, *tis all done now. I alked him what 
he meant. He anfwercd, / can never do 
any more to fave my/elf^ Uis all done for ever^ I 
can do no more. I afked hini whether he could ^ 
not do a little more rather than go to Hell f 
He replied, Aty Heart is dead^ I can never 

help 



among tbelndidns. 85 

bdp myfiif. I aiked him what he thought 
. would become of him ? He replied, / mifi 
gp to Hell. I aflced, if hci thought it was 
right God fhould fend him to Hell ? He 
anfweredy O V/i rif;bt^ the Devil has been, 
in me ever ftnce I was bom. I aflced 
him, if be tele this the Evening beforen 
when he was in fuch great Diftrefs ? ^ He 
replied, No^ I did not then think it was right. 
I thought God would fend me to Hellj and 
that I was then dropping into it, but my Heart 
quarrelled with God, and would not fay it 
was right bejhould fend me there. But now 
I know ^tis right ; for I have always ferved 
the Devil J and my Heart has no Goodnefs in it 
now J but is as bad as it was^ 8cc. 

In this Frame of Mind he continued 
feveral Pays, paffing Sentence upon himfelf, 
and conftandy owning it would be right if 
he fhould be damned, and that he expe£tefji 
this to be his Portion. And yet it was plairt 
he. had a fecrct Hope of Mercy, tho* im- 
perceptible to himfelf. He afked me often 
when I would preach again ? I afked him 
why he defired to hear me preach, feeing 
his Heart was dead, and all was done, and 
be expected to go to Hell? He replied, I love 
to bear you fpeak about Chrift for all. I 
afked him, what Good will that do you, if 
you muft go to Hell at laft ? He anf^ered^ 
/ would have others come to Chrift^ if J muft 



g9 '.'J HsiS mrtjiir\ He ieemed to have a 
^ctui: Iji^ve to ths People of God, and no- 
tbicg J^dKx^bed him lb much as the Thoughts of 
being fepxnctd irom them. It was Jikewife 
nrotitf kablc^ that in diis Seafon he was moft 
iuligent in the Uie of all Means for his Steles 
Sdlrjicion, aUho* he had the cleareft View d 
the Infufficiency of Means to help him. 
^Vhen he had continued in this Frame cf 
Nlind more than a Week, while I was 
preaching, he Ieemed to have a lively Soul^ 
relVtfhing View of the Excellency of Chriftt 
and the Way of Salvation by him, which 
melted him into Tears, and filled him widi 
Admiration, Comfort, and Praife to God ) 
fince which, he has appeared to be a humble, 
devout and aflfedtionace Chriftian, ferious 
and eacemplary in his Converfation and Be- 
haviour, frequendy complaining of his 
want of fpiritual Warmth, and in all re-* 
fpefts bearing the Marks of one create^ 
anew in Chrift Jefiis. 

His Zeal for the Caufe of God was re- 
markable, when he was widi me at die 
Forks of Delaware laft February. There 
being an old Pawwaw at the Place, who 
threatned to bewitch mt ; this Man prefendy 
challenged him to do his word, telling him, 
that himfelf had been as great a Conjurer as 
he,but that as foon as he felt the Word in his 
Heart, which this People loved, his Power of 
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mjuring immediately left him ; and fo it 
irould you, faid he, if you did but once 
ccl it in your Heart, So that, as Paul^ 
\e now zealoujly defends^ and pra£tically 
yreacbts the laitb which he tmce deftroyed. 
May God have the Glory of the amazing Change 
be has wrought in him. 

Lor^s Day J May tS. Difcourfcd both 
Parts of the Day from Rev. iii. 20. In the 
hiterval I took occafion to difcourfe to Num- 
bers, in a more private Way, of the Kind- 
Kfi and Patience of the bleflbd Redeemer in 
fmtding and knocking^ &c. which Keemed 
3D take fome EifeA. In the Afternoon^ 
Kvine Truths were attended with Solemnity 
ind with Tears, tho* there was not thdt 
powerful Awakening as in Times pail. 

M^ 19. Vifited, and preached to my 
People ftom Acts xx. i8> 19. and aimed to 
re&ify their Notions about religious Affec- 
tions, fbewing bow defireable they are when 
rhcy flow from a true fpiritual Difcovery of 
iic tranfccndent Perfeftions of thtf blefled 
3od, a View of the Glory and Lovelinefs 
a the great Redeemer-, that fuch Views 
will naturally excite us to fervc the Lord: 
mth much Affection, and with all Humility 
3f Mind. And, on the other Hand, ob- 
ferving the Sinfalnefs of feeking, high Af- 
fections immediately and for their own Sake. 
Shewed- them, that if the Heart be directly 
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fixM on God, Ibme Degree of Affection wiU 
be the Effect of it : But to feek after Af- 
fection directly and chiefly, is to place it jo 
Xhe Room of God and his Glory. If fought 
that others may admire us, 'tis abominable 
Pride -, if for the Pleafure of being affected, 
'tis Idolatry and Self-gratification. — Laboured 
alfo to expofe the Difagreeablenefs of Af- 
fections wrought up by the.Power of Fancy^, 
while I ftill i^commended that religious Af-^ 
fection. Fervency and Devotion, without 
livhich Religion will be but an empty Name^ 
and lifelefs Carcafs. This appeared a feafo- 
nable Difcourfe. 

\ May 24. Vifited the Indians^ and took 
i^re of their fecular Bufinefs, as I had feve- 
ral Times before, which they are not able 
themfelves to man^e, without the . conftant 
Care and Advice of others. Afterwards di(^ 
courfed to Ibme of fpirjtual Concerns. 

hordes V^yj Aiay 25. Difcourfed both 
parts of the Day from j^of>n xii. 44,-48. 
Sundry wept, and appeared much affected^ 
and on.e obtained Comfort, and appej^red tp 
rejoice in God ber Saviour. It .was a Day of 
Grace and Divine Goodnefs. 

Lord's Dayy June i . Preached from Mflt. 
?i. 27, 28. The Preicnce of God feemed. 
to be in the Affembly. I then baptized fiyc 
Adults, and five Children, and was not a

nttle refrefhcd with this Addition made to the 
Church of fuch as,, I hope, fi}all . he faved. 

I have reafon to hope that God has lately 
brought home to himfdf, fundry who had 
fong been under fpiritunl Concern, tho* 
there have been few Inftanees of Pcifons 
lately awakened out of a State of Security^ 
And thofe comforted of late feem to be 
Iwought in, in a more fdent Way. Neither 
fbeir Concern nor Confolation being (b 
powerful as formerly, in the Beginning of 
this Work of Qrace. 

'* June 6. Difcourfcd from Part of Jfa, \nu 
Many were much melted and refreflied. 
One Man in particular, who had long be;n 
Dnder Concern, was brought to fee and feel 
riie Impoflibility of his doing any thing to 
help bimfelf by his Tears and all he could 
ISoy and found himfelf undone as to any 
Poweror Goodnefi of his own. 
' June 7. Being invited by the Rev. Mr. 
WUliam Tennent to be his JJJiJiant in the 
Adminiftracion of the Lord's Supper, my 
People attended the preparatory Services. 

Lord^sDay^ June S. Moft of my People 
who had been Communicants at the Lord's 
Table before, communicated, with others, 
who had longed to fee this Day, and whofe 
Hearts rejoiced in this Work of Grace. 
Some of the By-ftanders were affefted with 
Ceing thcfc who had been Aliens from the 
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CmmC'ii-xvraUb cf IfraeU &c. now brought 
nrar lo God as his profcfling People, and 
IcAlini; Covenant with him. Others, I am 
fol Ju were awakened thereby, apprehending 
\\\c D.mg:T of being eternally caft out while 
livv lAw^ Others from the Eafi and IVeft pre- 
p^-mc to ii- down in the Kingdom of God. 
0:^crs o: my People who were not Com- 
nvHft'ar.ty. wcrrc much afFcdled. Convidti- 
on5 in divers Inftances were revived ; and 
the Man mentioned the 6th inftant obtained 
Ccmtort. 

Jmm 9th. A confiderable Number of my 
People met early in the Day, in a rttired 
PliUT in the Woods, and prayed, fung, and 
4^)nvericd of Divine Things. Afterward, 
4hry attended the concluding Exercifcs of 
Ihe ucramental Solemnity, and then returned 
hMTc, divers of them rejoicifig for all ibe 
i^uutefs of God they bad feen and felt. 

**»r 13. Preached to my People upon 
il>^ Stw Creature from 2 Cor. v. 1 7. The 
^vvi^cc of God fecmed to be in the Af- 
<;*iv<>;y. The People of God were refrefhcd 
^rv 4)itngthned, beholding their Faces in 
fV v«)a1s of God's Word, and finding in 
..;v..v^u'^'cs the Marks and Lineaments of the 
Vwv iV,M///r^. Some under Concern were 
v^uN >\'jcwcdly affedlcd. Baptized three 
K..u...» and two Children. One of tbefe 
V'^A i!^ very aged Woman mentioned 
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Dec. 26th, She gave me now a very punc- 
tual, rational, and fatisfa&ory Account of 
the remarkable Change fhe experienced 
fome Months after the Beginning of her Con- 
cern, which, I muft fay, appeared to be 
the genuine Operations of the Divine Spirit. 
And I have great Reafon to hope fhe is 
horn anew in her old Age, fhe being, I pre- 
fume, upwards oi fourfcore. 

June 19, Vifited my People with two of 
the Rev. Correfpondents. Spent fbme Time 
in CDUverfation with them upon fpiritua{ 
Things, and took fbme Care of their world ly 
Concerns. ^ 

This Day makes up a compleat Yeat 
fince my firfl preaching to thefe Indians in 
ffifjp-Jerfey. — What amazing Things has 
God wrought for thefe People! What a 
farprizing Change appears in their Temper 
md Behaviour ! How are morofe and favage 
Pi^tfMj: transformed into agreeable, afFe^io^ 
Bate, humble Chriflians ! And their drunken 
tnd Pagan Howlings turned into devout and 
fervent Prayers and Praifes to God ! . They 
irho were fometime Darknefs\^ are now Light 
f» the Lord*. May they walk as Children of 
Light. Now to him that is cf Power, t» 
fMiJh them according to the Gofpely even the 
preaching of Chriji — To God only wife be 
Glofy tbro^ Qbrift Jefus for ever and ever.

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Before I conclude, I would make a few 
general Remarks. 

I. I can't but take Notice, that ever fincc 
my firft coming among thefe Indians in New- 
Jerfeyj I have in general been favoured 
with that Afliftance which (to me) is uncom- 
fHon in preaching Cbrifi crucified^ and in mak- 
ing him the Center and the Mark^ to which 
all my Difcourfes among them were direded. 
'After having taught them fomething of the 
Being and' Perfe^iqns of God^ his Creation 
of Man in a State of Re&itude and H^ppi* 
nefsy and the Obligations Mankind were 
thence under to love and worfhip him, it 
•va^ the principal Scope and Drift of all my 
Difcourfes to lead them into an Acquaintan^ 
,with their deplorable State by Nature as 
faikn Creatures^ their InahUity to. extricate 
^mielves from it, the utter Infufficuncy of 
any external Reformations and Amepdmeots 
of Life, or of any religious Performapccs 
ibey were capable of, while in this State^^to 
l)ring^ them into the Favour of God, or \ur 
4creft them in his eternal Mercy. And tbenccy 
IMD fhew them their abfolute Need of 
Chrifl: to redeem and fave them from 
the Mifery of ihm fallen State \ to open his 
AlI-fufBciency and Willingnefs to fave the 
chief of Sioners \ the Freenefs and RicbiS 
C(f his Divine Grace, propofed without Money 
and without Pricey to all that will accept 
tt)e Offer \ and thereupon to prcfs them 

under 
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."Without Delay to betake thetnfelves to him 
under a Sen& of their Mifcry and undone 
Stat^, for Relief and everlafting Salvation 5 
and to fhew them the abundant Encourage- 
ment the Gofpel propofes to needy, perifhing,. 
and helplels Sinners, in order to engage them 
fo to do.

and natural^ proper and periinettty but ale 
' ttnavoulaMfj to dilcourie of him, ciriwi 
regard of his Incarnation^ Undeitaki 
Satis&ction, admiratrfe Fitne& for 
Wirk of Man's Rcdcmpiion, or Ae i 
nite Need that Sinners ftand in of an I 
reft in him, which has opened the Way 
a continued Strain of Gofpel-invicatimt' 
perithing Souls to come empty and ttai 
v/ea/y and beovf-hdeKt and cut themfc 
upon him. 

And as I have been at Times furprifin 
fiirniflied with Matter relating to the I 
yefus Cbrijl, and' the Way of Salvation 
him, fo alio as to an advantageous Aiat 
ef opening the Myfteries of Divine Gn 
and rcprcfeniing the infinite ExeeHencies ; 
unfiarcbahle Riches ef Chriji. I have 
quently been enabled to rcprefent hi» pe 
nal Gioriesy Lovclinefsi and Suitableot 
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to open the infinite Riches of his Grace ; and 
tt) call, invite, and befeech Sinners to come 
and give up themfclves to him ; to expollu- 
late with them why they would negled: one 
{q infinitely lovely, and fo freely offered — 
And this in fuch a Manner, with fuch Free- 
dom, Pertinency, Paihos<y and Application 
to the Confcience> as I ntv^r could have^ 
made myfelf Matter of by the mpft diligent 
Application of Mind. 

I don't mention thefe Things to recom- 
mend my own Performances, for, I own» 
I found fi!om Time to Time I had no SkiU 
or Wifilom for my great Work, and knew 
BOt how to cboafi fiut acceptable Wordsy proper 
IP ^ddrefs poor benighted F^gans with. But 
dius God was pleafed to. help me,, not to 
kmw My thing among them faue Jefujt Chrifi, 
gnd.bim cruc^ed. 

And this was the Preaching God made 
life of for the Awakning of Sinners, and 
the Propagation of this Work of Grace among 
tbt Indians^ — And, it was ren}arkablc, when 
I was favoured with any Jpcfial Freedom in 
difcourfing of the Mility and Willingnefs of 
Cbrifi to fave Sinners^ and the Need tbey flood 
in of fuch a Saviour^ there was then the 
grcateft - Appearance of Divine Power in 
awakning fecure Soufs, promoting Convic- 
tions begun,: and comforting the Diftreflcd.

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2 I think it worthy of Remark^ tl 
Numbers of tbcfe People arc brought B 
ttrift Compliance wirh the Rules of Afbi 
lity and Sobriety, and to a confcicntic 
Pi-rformance of the external Dutits rf CV 
lUaniiVy by t\K internal Power and Influei 
ol the peculiar Dodlrines of Grace,- witb 
having thefe morot Duties frequently rcpca' 
attd inculcated upon them, or the contr 
Vices particularly expofed and fpokcti agaii 
1' have already ot^rred what has beoi 
Strain and Drift of my Preaching, what 
Truths I principally infifted upon, and h 
1 was influenced and enabled from Time 
Time to dwell upcm them. And God ^ 

E leafed to give thofe Truths fuch a powej 
iHuence upon the Minds of thefe Pc0| 
diat their Lives were quickly rcfcn-m 
without my infifting on the Precepts 
MoraHly, aiid fpending Time in repea 
Harangues upon external Duties. — TV 
was indeed no Room for any kind of I 
eourfes, but thofe which re(pe£ted the E^ 
/in/i of Religion, ixD.A\.\it experimental 'K.m. 
Jedge'of Divine TJiings, while fo m; 
were enquiring dail/r not how they iha 
regulate their outward Condu^, but, it 
tbey Jhout& do to hi ferued. So that my gi 
Work ftill was tp lead them into a liwi 
View of their Undonenefs- in thetnftlves, 
total Depravity and Corruption of tl 
He 
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5Icarts — and at the fame Time to open to 
them the glorious and compleat Remedjr 
provided in Chrift for hclplefs perilhing Sin- 
ner;s, and offered freely to thofe who have 
jio Gobdnefs of their own, no JFbrks of 
Kigbteoufnefs wbicb they have done^ to re- 
.cpmmend them to theJDivine Acceptance. 

Wh.cn thefe Truths were ftlt at Hearty 
there was now no Vice unreformcd, no cx- 
.ternal Duty neglected ; Drunkcnnefs, the 
jdarling Vic^, was difcarded^ and fcarce ao 
Inftance of it known among them for Months 
together. The abufive Praftice of Hujbands 
and Wives putting away each other, and 
taking others, was quickly reformed ; fo 
xhat three or four Couple have voluntarily 
difmiiled thofe they had wrongfiilly takea, 
^d now live together again in Love and 
Peace. The fame jrjight be faid of aJl other' 
vicious Praftices. The Reformation was ge- 
neral, and all fpringing from the internai 
Influence of Divine Truths upon their Hearts, 
find not from any.^jf/^rWRcftraints. Some 
of thefe Vices I never had fo much as jijen- 
tioned, particularly partiijjg of Men^nd their- 
Wives, tillfome, having their Confciences 
^iwakened by God^s Wc«-d, came, and of 
their own Accord confeffed themfelves guilty 
in that refpedt. And when I did at any 
Time mention their wicked Praftices, and 
the Sins they were guilty ofi contrary to 
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the I4sbt of Jfaha^y 'twas not with Ddigri 
or E3cpf(5h!tion of working an cflfisAual Re- 
formation in their Manners by this Means, 
for I know while the ^ree remained comtp^ 
the Fruit would naturally be fo too ; but 
Vich Defign to lead them, by taking a View 
of the Wickedncls of their Lives, to bt 
ftnfible of the Corruption of tiieir Hearts, 
and to convince diem of the Neceffity of 
a Renovation of their Nature, and excite 
diem with otmoft Diligence to feek after 
that great Change, which, if once obtained, 
I was ftnfible, wonid of Goorfe produce a 
RefbrmatiQD of external Manners in every 
idpeA. 

And as all Vice was reformed upon their 
fetXitig Ae Power of thefe Tniths upon thdt 
Hearts, lb the external Duties of Chriftianity 
weft complied with, and confcientioufly 
perfiirmed from the fame internal Principle ; 
ramily-prayer fet up, and conflantly main* 
tained, unlefs among a few more lately 
come, who had felt little of this Divind 
Influence. This Duty is conftantly per* 
formed even in fbmc Families where there are 
none but Femalel^ aift fcarce a prayerlefi . 
Family to be found among near an hundred 
of them. The Lord's Day is ferioufly and 
religioufly obferved, and Care taken by 
Parents to keep their Children orderly on 
that facred Day. And this, not becaufe I\ 

had 
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had driven dictn to the Performance of thefe 
Duties by a frequent' inculcating of them, 
but becaufe they hady>/^ the Power of God's 
Word upon their Hearts, were made fenfible 
of their Sin and Mifery, and therefore could 
not but pray, and comply with every thing 
they knew to be Puty, fi-om what they felt 
widun themfelves. When their Hearts weit 
touched with a Senfe of their eternal Con- 
cernments^ they cotf d pray with great Free- 
dom as well as Fervency, without being at 
the Trouble to learn 7^ Forms for that pur- 
pofe. And (bme of them who were fuddenly 
awakened at their firft coming amoi^ us^ 
were brought to pray and cry for Mercy 
with utmoft Importunity, without ever beins 
iiiitrufted in the Duty of Prayer, otio much 
as cnce direded to the Performance of it. 
- The happy Efitdts of thefe peculiar Doc* 
trines of Grace, which I have fo much in« 
filled on with this People, plainly difcover* 
evefn to Demonftration, that inftead of their 
opening a Door to Licentioufnefs (as many 
vainly imagine, and flanderoufly infinuate) 
they liavc a dircft contrary Tendency •, fo 
(hat a clofe Application^ a Senfe and Feeling of 
them, will have the moft powerful Influence 
toward the Renavatm and effeStUal Reformat 
Hon both of Heart and Life. 

And happy Experience, as well as the 
Word of God, and, in particular, the Ex- 
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amplcs of Chrift and his Apoflles, have 
taught me that that Method of Preaching, 
which is beft fuited to awaken in Mankind a 
Scnfe and lively Apprehenfion of their De- 
pravity and Mifery in afaUen State^ to ex- 
cite them eameftly to feek after a Change of 
Heart, and engage them to feek after inward 
Cleanfing, and to fly for Refuge to free and 
ibvereign Grace in Chrift, as the only Hope 
iet before them, is like to be moft fucceAfuI 
for the Reformadon of their external Condu£t. 
I have found that dole Addreflcrs, and {o^ 
lemn Applications of divine Truths to the 
Conference, tend dire6Uy to ftrike Death to 
the Root of all Vice ^ while fmooth and plau- 
fible Harangues upon moral Virtues^ and ex- 
ternal Duties^ at beft, are like to do no more 
than lop off the Branches of Corruption, 
while the Root of all Vice renxaios ftHl un^ 
touch'd. 

The Views I have 2iad of this jKind have 
often minded me how proper an Exhortation, 
for Minifters in refpect of others, as well as 
for Perfons with regard to themfdves, axe 
thofe Words of our Jucxd.-^Uanfe firji the 
Infide of the Cup and Plotter j that the outfide. 
may be clean alfoj q. d. The only efie<9:ual: 
Way to have the outfide clean is to. begin 
with what is within ; and if the Fountain b^ 
^\irified, the Streams will be naturally pure. 

Now 
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' Now altho* I can't pretend that the Refor- 
mation among my People does, in every In- 
ftance, flow from a faving Change of Hearty 
yet I may truly fay, h flows from fome 
Heart' affeSling View and Senfe of Divine 
Truths, which all have had in a greater of 
leflTer Degree. 

I don*c intend hereby to reprefent the 
preaching of Morality j and prefling Perfons 
to the ^/if/^r»^/Performanceof Duty to be al-^ 
together unnccefliiry, and ufckfs, ai atiy 
Ttin€y and efpecially at Times when there is 
lefs of divine Power attending the Means of 
Grace ; when for want of internal Influences 
there is need of external Refl:raints. *Tis 
dbubtlefs ajnong the Things which ought /j 
he done^ while others are not to be left undone. 
But what I chiefly defigncd by this Remark, 
was to reprefent plain Matter of Fa£ly viz. 
that the Reformation, the Sobriety, and ex- 
ternal Conipliance with the Rules and Duties 
of Chriftianity, appearing among my People, 
arc not the EfFeft of 2iny meer doSlrind In- 
.ftnjftion, or f»^^>/y rational View of the Beau- 
ties of Mbrality^ but from tht internal Fowct^ 
and Influence that divine Truths,^ (the Soul- 
humbling Doftrines of Graced have had upon 
their Hearts. 

3. It is remarkable that God has fo conti^ 
nued and renewed the Showers of bis Grace 
ifiere, io quickly fet up his viftble Kingdom 
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among thefe People^ and (ojiniled upon them 
in relation to their Acquirement of Know* 
ledge, bcth divine and human. *Tis now 
Dear a Twelve- month fince the Beginning of 
this gracious out-pouring of the divine Spirit 
among them, and tho' it has often feemed to 
decline and abate in /bme Inftances, yet the 
Shower has ieemed to be renewed^ and the 
Work of Grace reviv^ again. It mud be 
acknowledge that for fome Time pall there 
has in the general appeared a more manifeft 
Declenfion of this Work, and the blefled 
Spirit has fiemM in a confiderable Meafure 
withdrawn, efpeciaily in regard of his awak* 
ening I;ifluenoes, fo chat the Strangers who 
ciime lately are not ieiz'd with Concon as 
formerly ; and fome few who were fome 
Hme ago much afl^Aed with divine Truth 
appear now leis concerned. Yet ^UeJBM be 
God) there is ftiil an Appearance of divine 
Power and Graces a dcfirable Degjfte of Ten- 
kernels, religious Afieftiont and Devodofi 
in our AlTemblies. 

And as God has favoured us with Showers 
of Grace, fo he hath fet up his Kingdom a- 
mong us with uncommon ^gicknefs. I have 
now baptized feventy-feven Perfons, of whom 
tbiriy^ e^bt are Adults, and tbtriy nine Chil* 
dren, ^ all within the Space of eleven 
Months. And I have baptized no Aclults» 
but fuch as appeared in a Judgment of C^ia- 
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nty, to have a Work of fpecial Grace 
wrought in their Hearts, and to have had the 
Eipericncpe of the renewing and comforting 
Influences of the Blefled Spirit. There arc 
many others under folemn Concern for their. 
Souls, who, I apprehend, are Perfons of 
fuflicient Knowledge, and vifible Serioufnefs^ 
af prefenty to render them proper Subjects of 
the Ordinance of Baptifm. Yet fmce I don*t 
fee comfortable Evidences of a favingChange 
•pafled upon them, and confidering the great 
Propenfity there is in this People to abufc 
themfelves with ftrong Drink; and fearing 
left fome who now appear ferious (hould lofe 
their Concern, and return to this Sin, and 
fo, if baptized^ prove a Scandal to their 
Profeffion, I have thought proper hitherto 
to omit the Baptifm of any but fuch who give 
hopeful Evidences of a faving Change-, tho*^ 
I don't pretend to determine pofitively con- 
cerning the States of any. ^ ^ 
I likewife admiriifter'd the Lord^s Supper 
to a Number of Perfons, who, Ihave abun- 
dant Reafon ro think, were proper Subjects 
of that Ordinance, within the Spnct ofhn 
Months and ten Days^ after my firft Preach- 
ing to them. And within tkit Space oif. a 
twelvemonth, after fome of them were af- 
. tending an idolatrous Feaft' and ^crifici in 
* Honour toDevils. Surely Chrift's little Flcqk 
here,, fo fuddcjily gathered (rom^mong Pin^ 
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/M^, may juftly fty, 10 the Langtfigt of the 
Qnirch oi qU, tbc Lwd bath dam great 
fbmgsffr an, whereof we are glad. 

Nfach of eke Fto wer and Goodods of God 
lias a]>pear'd alio in their Aayiirement of 
Ki]Owlec%e» both in Religion, and in die 
Affaiis of common Life. There has been a 
wonderful Thirft after Chriftian Knowledge 
-prevailing among them, and an eago* Defire 
of being inftruacd in Chriftian Doctrines and 
Manners* This has prompted them to aik 
many pertment as well as important Quefti- 
ens, the Anfwen to which tended modi to 
cnl^^tcn their Minds, and promote their 
Knowled^ m divine Thing$. Many of the 
Doctrines I have delivered they have queryM 
with me about, in order to gain further Light 
and Infight into them ; particularly the Doc^ 
tswft ci Predeftieiatkn. And have from Time 
to Time manHefbd a good Underftanding of 
Aem, by their Anfwers to theQueftions pro- 
f>o(ed to them in my ealecbeticd LeBures. 
Tliey have likewife (juery'd with me con- 
cerning a prm)er Meibod^ as well as proper 
ItkHer of J^ayer, and Evprefiions fuitablc 
Jor that relkious Ejcercife, and have taken 
^atns in order to the Performance of this 
I)iity w)th Underftanding. They have like* 
wife t^ken Pains, and appeared remarkafaty 
ipr^ in tearn^ig to ^ngFjabih-Tunih and are 
Mlir aUe to |u^ with I>ecency. 

They 
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They have alfo acquired a confiderable 
Degree of ufeful Knowledge in the Aifairs of 
common Life, fo that they now appear like 
rational Creatures, fit for human Society, 
free from that ikvage Roughneis, andhrutiih 
Stupidity^ which rendered them very dila.7 
greeable in their Pagan State. « They feem 
ambitious of a thcM-ougb AcquainQukre with 
the Englijb Tongue, can already, moft of 
them, underfland a ccmfideral^ Part, and 
ibme of them the Sut^ance of my I^fcouHes. 
without an Interpreter ; and Proridence has 
fmikd upon them in lefpedt to proper Means 
for their lofb-uftion therein, by fending 08 4M 
Scboolmafter^ of whom I may juftljr f&7% ^t 
know ef no Man like-mindedy w^ well natu* 
rally care for tbeir State. And the Ghildisea 
learn with furprizing Readinefi, fe that be 
tells me he never had an Engt^ School thait ' 
leam'd fo faft. N(tt above two in thirty ^ or 
more, but what leam'd to know all the Let" 
fen in the jllpbahet difiindly within three 
Days after his Entrance upon his Bufineis,. 
and divers in that %>ace of Time coukl do 
ibmething at Spelling. And fbme^ fincetbe 
beginning of February laft, are able to^ 
read in zPJalter J or Sl^nm^/f/, without i^>clr 
ling, ficfides thefe, be had ffieen or twettty 
People, married or fingle, at his Eveoing- 
School, which he kept while the Evenings 
weK long. 
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They are inftrudted twice a Week in the 
Affcmbly's Jborter Caiecbifm ; and fome of 
them have IcarnM to fay it pretty diftipdly 
more than half thro'. They are likewifc in- 
ftruftcd in the Duty of fecret Prayer, and 
prompt each other to it. 

4. I think it worthy to be noted, to the 
Praife of Sovereign Grace, that amidft fo 
greal a Work of Convidtion, and rcligioiis 
Afiedion, there has been no Prevalency of* 
falfe Religion (if I may fo term it) or Heats 
of ItnagibatioQ, intemperate Zeal,, and ipi- 
ritual Pride; corrupt Mixtures, which too 
commonly attend the Revival and powerful 
Propagation of Religion. This Work of 
Grace has, in the Main, been carried on with 
a furprizing Degree of Purity^ and Freedom 
from Trafir^ or corrupt Mixtures. The relii- 
gious Concern People have been under has 
generally been rational andjuft^ arifing from 
•aSenfe of their Sins^ and their Obnoxioufnels 
to the divine Wrath, as well as their utcer 
inability to favc themfelves. Or if there has 
been any Appearance of irrational Concern, 
yet there has been no Prevalency of any fiich 
thing. . And tho* the Concern of many has 
been very great, yet I have never feen any 
thing. like Dejperation prevailing in any one 
Inftance : Nothing that has difcouraged them 
:froin the.mQlt diligejit Ufe of all proper Means 
for their Converfion and Salvation., 
' .1 The 
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. The Comfort that Perfons have obtained 
after Diftrtfles, has likcwife in general ap- 
peared folid, well-grounded, and Scriptural v 
arifingfronni a fph-itual zn^ fupematurd Illu- 
mination of Mind y a View of divine Things, 
in fome Meafurc, as tbeyare\ a Complacency 
of Soul in the divine Perfcftions,, and a per 
culiar Satisfa&ion in the H^ay of Salvation hf 
Swereign free Grace in the great Redeemer. 
Their Joy» have feemM to rife from a Va- 
riety of Views and Gonfiderations* Sotne,: 
after th« hardeil* Struggles and Heait-rifings 
againft the Sovereignty of God, have feem'd, 
at the firft Dawn of their Comfort, to rejoice 
in a peculiar manner therein, and have been 
delighted to think that a good God would 
difpoTe of them arul xhdxsjuft as beplea/ed4^ 
Otners who have been remarkably opprtfsM 
with a Senfe of thdr Undomnefs aivd Poverty^ 
have been more peculiarly delighted with a. 
View of the Preenefs and Riches of divine 
Grace. Some have at firft rejoiced in the 
iFifdom of God difcover*d in the Way of Sal* 
varion by Chrift, and have wonderM at their 
paft Fdly in feeking Salvation other Ways. 
Others have had a more general View of the 
Beauty and Excellency of Chrift, and been, 
delighted with his divine Glory as unfpeak- 
abFy exceeding all they had ever conceived 
of before. But tho* their Comforts have 
£xm'd to arife from a Variety of Views, ftill 
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they were Jpirttual and fupemdtural Views, 
and not groundlcfs Fancies, which were the 
Spring of their Joys and Comforts. 

Yet it muft be owned, when this Work 
became fo unruerfal and prevalent, Satan 
feem'd to transform bimfelf into an Angel of 
Ughty and made fome vigorous Attempts to 
introduce turbulent Commotions of the Paf- 
Hoas^ inftead of genuine Convitflions of Sin, 
and imaginary and fanciful Notions of Chrifl:,' 
as appearing to the mental Eye in human 
Form, and^particular Poltures, in the room 
o^fpiritual ^ndfupernatural Difcoveries of his 
divine Glory and Excellency, as well as di- 
vers other Dclufions. And I have reafon to 
think, had thefeThings met with Encourage- 
ment, there wotfd have been a confiderable 
Harveji of this Kind of Converts here. Spi* 
ritual Pride alfo difcoverM itfelf in various 
Inftances *, and in one or t^^o an unbecoming 
Ambition of being Teachers of others* Bur, 
blcffed be God, tho* fomething of this Na- 
ture has appear^dj nothing has prevaiPd^ nor 
made any great Progrcfs. 

And there have been very few Inftances of 
fcandalous or irregular Behaviour among thofc 
who have made a Prof^on^ or even an Af- 
pearance of Religion. Not above three or 
fo'jr that I know of, have been guilty of anyf 
open Mifconduft, and not one that perfifb 
in any thing of that Nature. And perhaps 
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Ae remarkable Purity of this Work in the 
Jatter refpect, its Freedom from frequent In- 
Aances of Scandal, is very much owing to 
its Purity in the/7r»»^rRefpect, its Freedom 
from corrupt Mixtures of fpiritual Pride, and 
Pelufions, which naturally lay a Foundation 
for fcandalous Practices. 

May this bUffed JVork^ in the Power and 
Purity of ^, prevail among the poor Indians 
bere^ as well as fpread etfewbere^ till tbeur 
remoteft Tribes ft>all fee the Salvation of God. 
Amen. 

Then follows an Account of the ColkSions 
made in New-Tork^ Jamaica^ and many par- 
ticular Towns, and Churches, for the Sup- 
port of the EngUJb'Scboolj and for defraying 
other Charges that have neceflarily arifen in 
the promoting of the religious Interefts of 
the Indiansy and the Manner in which the 
Monies fo collefted have been laid out. 

Next follows an Appendix to the Journal, 
giving an Account, in anfwer to a Letter 
from the Honourable Society for propagat- 
ing Chriftian Knowledge, what Methods he 
had made Ufe of for inllructing himfelf in 
the Indians Language \ what Piogrefs he had 
miade in it ; what Methods he is now taking 
to inftruct the Indians ; and particularly what 
Difficulties he had already met with, and 
the Methods he u&d for furmounting them^

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AmoDg other Things he gives a Specimen 
of his Method in catechifing them, which 
feems perfectly agreeable to die AffetMrfi 
Jhorter Catecbijm.

If thefe hopeful Proceedings of ci-viUzing as well as 
thrtfiianizing the poor Savages of Jmericoy (hall conti- 
nue to increafe, the Benefits which, even on political 
and mercantile Confiderations, will thereby hereafter ac- 
crue to Great Br i tain , may well merit the Attention of 
the Publick : Seeing by bringing the Indians to live in 
a r^ular Way» (a DifHculty till now thought infur- 
mountable} with fix'd Habitations and Farms, his Ma- 
jefty may thereby in time have a large Addition of 
fettled Subjcdts in America^ who may hereafter prove 
greatly infb-umental in the Improvement and Cultiva- 
tion of the wafle Lands there, as alfo in railing Mate- 
rials thereon for our own Commerce and Manufa^ures. 
It fecms therefore to be of no fmall Importance to Great 
Britain that all poflible Endeavours be afed for the Con« 
verfion of the Indi^nsy in and bordering on our Colonies 
in Jhnericaj to the Chriftian Religion, even on the Score 
of mere human Policy alone j fince by chriftianizing of 
them, their becoming f/r/7/«V almofl naturally follows. 
Thus the promoting of this excellent Work is, in efFedlg 
as much our laterefl with refpeA to tliis World, iingly 
cooiidered, as it is our higheft Duty and Intcrefl with 
refpeft to Eternity.
